ARCHITECT HILL. 
A BUSY DAY—MURCH’S ADMISSION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June3l.—[Special.]— 
Mr. Murch, under cross-examination today, 
admitted that he did not tum informer or 
call the attention of the authorities to the 
fact what he understood to be swin 
Ulm was being practiced under the Gov- 
ernment contracts until years after there was 
any chance to step the fraudor punish the 
evil. He admitted that he worked three 
times as long on a stone as was 
necessary, but as he was working for a 
contractor he didn’t feel called on to say 
anything about it. The attempt of Murch to 
inject polities into the investigation was re- 
buked by Chairman New this moning, who 
clearly showed ‘that the committee is not 
only impartial, but is doing the best that can 
be done to arr ive at the truth. It evidently 
is the intention of the committee to restrict 
the investigation to the original charges as 


committee has no fund to pay witnesses and 
no power to compel their attendance. 
PROCEEDINGS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 21.—The prose- 
cution in the Hill Investigation Committee 
asked to be furnished with afl the contracts 
made by the United States for fire-proof shut- 
ters. 

Chairman New replied that the requisition

In answer to a question as to 
who he represented before the committee, 
Murch replied that he represented himself 
alone, that the statement attributed to 
Hill, that he (the witness) was being paid by 
the stonecutters, was false. 

Is not your only reason for attempting 
to connect Hill with these frauds the fact 
that he was a member of the commission be- 
fore which you appeared, and that commis- 
sion refused to listen to your demands? A. 
—That is the true fact. hat he was a mem- 
ber of the commission; that he was made 
aware of the frauds and still persisted in his 
course, Is my reason for connecting him with 
the frauds. 

.—Do you not know that if Hill had ac- 

ded to your demands it would have re- 
sulted in breaking all existing contracts, 
and would have compelled the G 
ernment to finish its

A. —I know nothing of the kind.

er & Co.’s bid was $21,500 less than any 
other, Hill gave the contract to the United 
States Company, which had offered Manley, 
Cooper & Co. $4,500 to withdraw their bid.

THE REVENUE DISTRICTS. 
PROBABLE CHANGES IN ILLINOIS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 21,—|Special.] 
—The announcement of the consolidation of 
the internal-revenue districts will, accord- 
ing to Commissioner Evans, be made Satur- 
day. It is now quite certain that the Chica- 
go district will not be consolidated with that 
of Aurora, as was at first supposed would be 
the fact. On account of ease of access by 
rail the large districts generally are to re- 
main as they are. It is the understanding 
that the Second District, Collector Wood- 
cock, and the Third District, Collector 
Crocker, are to be consolidated, Mr. Urocker 
surviving as the Collector of the consolidated 
district, and that the Seventh District, Mr. 
n and the Eighth District, 
Mr. 2 Collector, are to be consoli- 
dated, Mr. Hill remaining as the Collector of 
the consolidated district. Representative 
Hit, who has taken a very great interest in 
the fate of Collector Woodcock, is evidently 
hadearly information of the nature tpe 
consolidation of these two districts, for he 
has secured for Mr. Woodcock an appoint- 
ment as Consul to an Italian port, which the 
State Department authorities were very glad 
to make for Mr. Hill, so- that there is little 
question that Mr. Crocker will remain in 

ighth District. It is quite clear that Mr.’ 
Jonathan Merriam has not so strong friends 
at court as Mr. Hill has, and that he will not 
be retained in any of these districts. There 
is no question as to relative efficiency of the 
various officers. They are all ge officers ;

JUDGE HOADLY. 
A SKETCH OF THE OHIO DEMOCRATIC CAN- 
DIDATE FOR GOVERNOR. 

CINCINNATI, O., June 21.—[Special.]— 
George Hoadly was born in New Haven, 
Conn., July 31, 1826. He was an only son. 
His father, George Hoadly, was a man of 
great integrity, ranking high in social and 
public life. He was at one time Mayor of 
New Haven. Hein 1830 removed with his 
family to Cleveland, where he continued to 
reside during the remainder of his life. He 
was also elected to the Chief Magistracy of 
that city. Hisson received his elementary 
education in Cleveland, and at the age of 
14 was sent to Western Reserve College 
at Hudson, O., where he graduated in 1544. 
He then entered the law school at Cambridge, 
Mass., where he passed one year of study 
under the tuition of Judge Story and Prof. 
Simon Greenleaf, and, after reading a second 
year in the office of Charles C. Converse, 
then a prominent attorney in Zanesville, O., 
and afterwards a Jndge of the Court of 
Common Pleas and the Supreme Court of 
Ohio, came to Ciicinnati and entered the 
law office of Chase & Ball as astudent in Sep- 
tember, 1846, and was admitted to 
the bar in August, 1847. He soon 
attractea the attention and secured 
the friendship of Salmon P. Chase, 
afterward Chief Justice of the United States, 
who was keenly alive to the importance of 
attaching to himself young men of promise, 
and in 1 was admitted to his firm 
(Chase, Ball & Hoadly) as a junior partner. 
Mr. Chase’s election to the United States 
Senate and consequent withdrawal from 
professional duty in Cincinnati in the same 
year led to Hoadly’s appearing in important 
cases very early in his career, and probably 
contributed to his election by the Legislature 
in 1851 to the office of Judge of the Superior 
Court of Cincicn for the residue of the 
term. In 1859 he succeeded Judge W. F. 
Gholson on the bench of the new Superior 
urt. In 1856 he was offered by Gov. Chase 
and again by Gov. Tod in 1862 a seat upon 
the Supreme Bench of Ohio, but declined 
both appointments. He was re@lected to the 
bench in 1864, but resigned in 1866 to estab- 
lish the firm of Hoadly, Jackson & Johnson, 
which soon ranked with the actively em- 
ployed law firms of the country. In the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 18734 he took an 
active part, devoting eight months’ time to it. 
In 1851 Judge Hoadly married Mary Burnet 
Perry, third daugter of . Samuel Perry. 
He has three children. Judge Hoadly be- 
gan life as a Democrat, but some time pre- 
vious to the War went over to the Republic- 
Liberal wing of:

If Kindly Treated They Will Remain 
at Peace — Otherwise They 
Will Fight. 
The Great Indian Fighter Confident that 
Conciliation Is the Only Policy 
to Be Pursued. 


Leading Mexican Officials Heartily In- 
dorse Gen. Crock in All His 
Movements. 


Gen, Crook Confident that the Apaches 
Will Remain Quict if Received at the 
Reservation. 

SAN Francisco, Cal., June 21.—{Special.| 
—Gen. Crook Was Interviewed at Tucson yes- 
terday by a correspondent, and gave a résumé 
of his recent Indian hunt. When the troops 
reached the Indian country all the stores ex- 
cept three days’ rations were cachéd, and 
then he set out for business. The scouts fell 
upon the ludian camp unawares, and routed 
the redskins after a fight. Many Indians 
came and sued for peace, Degging to be al- 
lowed to return to the San Carlos Reserva- 
tion. Crook refused, making no promises, 
but offering them a chance to fight, telling 
them that several thousand Mexican troops 
were In the mountains, completely surround- 
Ing them and preventing their escape. For 
three days he held the Indians in abeyance, 
and each day they weakened more and 
more, and finally threw themselves on 
Crook’s mercy. The Chiefs were ordered to 
bring in their peovla to the reservation, and 
he promised he would do everything to per- 
mit their return. Geronimo and Matches 
agreed to bring in the straggling Indians 
and take them to the reservation, where 
Gen. Crook thinks they must be in a few 
days. 

THE APACHES WIPED OUT. 

When Geronimo and Matches return with 
the stragglers they went after there will not 
bea single Apaché left in Sonora except 
Juh, his family, and one buck. The report 
that there are 150 ducks still in 
the field is without the slight- 
est foundation in fact. Some four 
months ago, Juh and Geronimo had a quar- 
rel, which ended by Juh leaving the banda, 
and he has not been heard from since by any 
of the other Chiefs. Someé<say he is dead, 
others. that he has gone far beyond the 
Sierra Madres. One thing is certain, that is 
that he has but a single buck with him. It is, 
also a fact that after Crook’s fight all the 
Chiefs came in, spoke for all the warriors in 
the field, and agreed for them to surrender 
and come in, Not a single Apaché, 
says Crook, is on the warpath 
today in Sonora. He doubts. if 
there is even a single Rving 
Apaché in the States of Sonora or Chihua- 
hua. Those that Geronimo and Matches 
went out to gather up could not exceed 100, 
of whom no more than half are bucks, 

* THE RESERVATION QUESTION. 

Gen. Crook says that if these Indians are 
notallowed on the reservation it will be the 
most fatal mistake ever made. The Indians 
will lay all the blame on him, and they be- 
lieve he is all powerful, and that anything he 
asks to have done will not be refused, not- 
withstanding the fact that he has promised 
them he could only try, and would do al! in his 
power to allow them to return to San Carlos. 
He saysif the Government forbids them this 
privilege they will most certainly return to 
the war-path, allowing their oki bucks, chil- 
dren, and squaws to remain of the reserva- 
tion, and thus relieving themselses of their 
own impediments. If deceived this time 
they will never again surrender, but will 
make a life’s business of raiding and murder- 
ing. He oy if his policy is not pursted in 
the matter he will never again undertake to 
bring these Apachés to terms, as any at- 
tempt will prove fatile. The 
of the Chiricahuas has 


„and yet not one 
of those tribes have broken out or 2 an 
trouble. He says if these renegades are al- 
lowed to return to San Carlos and de dealt 
strictly with not one of them could ever be 
induced to again leave it under any eireum- 
stanees. In short, he says he will stand for 
their good behavior. 

_ CONDONING PAST OFFENSES, 

Neither does he think thatany of them 
should be tried for past offenses, fox he 
promised them so far as he was con- 
cerned that past would be 
wiped out, and he would  endeav- 
or to protect them in  thig respect. 
Crook felt that this was the bes™policy un- 
der, the circumstances. He regretted as 
much as anybody that these red-handed mur- 
derers should be allowed to return to the 
reservation under protection of the Govern- 
ment, but said:“ The murdered dead we 
cannot bring back. We must protect the 
living and make sure of the future.” He 
found it necessary to promise the Apachés 
protection, so far as it lay in his power, in 
order to bring them all in and save the peo- 
ple from their raids, and if he was not sup- 
ported by the Government his campaign 
was a failure, and the worst was yet to 
come. In regard to the opposition of the 
Indians on the reservation to the return of 
the Apachés he considered it all bosh. ‘The 
Siefra Madre nest is now broken up, and 
Crook says with the greatest assurance 
if the Government will sustain him in his 
policy he can assure the country that the 
Apaché trouble is settled for all time to 
come. ' 


Mexican Officials feartiiy Indorse 
Crook lu His Recent Campaign. 

Ex Paso, Tex., June 21.—[Special. |—Your 
correspondent is able to communicate most 
directly and positively the fact that there is 
not only the most grateful approval, but the 
most hearty cooperation with Gen. Crook in 
his recent operations, as well as any others 
that he may deem it necessary to undertake in 
Mexico in order to achieve the result desired 
ot clearing out the Northern Sierra Madres. 
The Governors of Chihuahua and Sonora 
have so expressed themselves through the 
agency of an ex-army officer well esteemed 
in both countries, Gov.

NEW MEXICO. 


Alarming Tlliteracy—Why the Terri- 
tory Never Became a State 
Preparing for a Great 


Exposition. 


Santa Fe, N. M., June 3.—[Special Corre- 
spondence, |—In conversation with Gov. Shel- 
don and Secretary Ritch, the former said the 
great trouble with New Mexico was the illi- 
teracy which prevailed. It was alarming, he 
said. Turning to me he asked meif I had 
any idea as to what the percentage of Illit- 
—1 in the Territory was I told him 1 had 
no 


It's over 50 per cent,” said he, and even 


that is better than it was some time ago. It 
‘was 60 then.“ 

The great trouble,“ Secretary Ritch said, 
“is to get the natives here to educate them- 
selves or allow their children to be educated. 
They don’t take kindly to schools, and as 
long as this state of things continues the high 
percentage of illiteracy will stare us ip the 
face.“ 

Probably the religion of the country has 
something to do with it?“ I suggested. 

More or less,” replied the Secretary. 
“The church is opposed to schools, and 
these poor natives won’t do anything the 
church doesn’t sanction.”’ 

How are you going to improve matters?” 

We'll have to wait until the country gets 
more settled than it is,” said he. 

NEW MEXICO AS A STATE. 

The conversation then turned upon the 
question ofthe Territory asa State. Secre 
tary Ritch asked the Governor what ‘he 
thought about it. 

“I don’t know whether I am as much in 
favor of the scheme asI was. When I was 
in Congress in 1875 I voted for New Mexico 
to become a State, but I didn’t know as much 
gbout the state of affairs here then as I do 
now?“ 

There's nothing to prevent her from be- 
coming a State, is there?“ 

Nothins except the consent of Congress. 
By the way.“ continued the Governor, “did 
you ever hear the reason why New Mexico 
didn’t becomea State when Colorado did? 
Well, Vl) tell you. I’ve laughed over it 
many a time. It was at the session of 1875 
that bills were in for the creation of States 
outof both New Mexico and Colorado. Both 
bills passed the Senate, and when they came 
to the House Colorado went through bya 

ood majority. It was arranged, also, that 
New Mexico should go through, and a ma- 
jority of the members had agreed to vote 
tor the bill. Then Burrows, of Michi- 
gan, got up and made a dloody- 
shirt speech against the South, a 
pretty fierce tirade, and when he got 
through several Republican members went 
over and congratulated him. Elkins was the 
delegate from New Mexico at that time, and 
just about when Burrows had got through 
and seated he came in. He hadn’t heard a 
word of the speech and didn’t know what 
Burrows had u talking about, but seeing 
a good many members congratulating him 
he went over and congratulated him too. 
This made the Southern fellows red-hot, and 
they swore they wouldn't vote for the bill. 
They didn’t, and that’s why New Mexico 
wasn’t admitted when Colorado was.” 

LOGAN AND THE ZUNIS. 

I asked the Governor what he thought 
about the story of Senator Logan and the 
springs on the Zuni reservation. 

“] have known Logan fora great many 
years,”’ he replied, ‘‘and 1 don’t think he 
would do anythi of that sort. His son-in- 
law, or brother-in-law, or any other relative 
may have been concerned ‘in the matter, but 
1 don’t believe Logan himself was in any 
way connected with it. In the first place 1 
think he is too honest a man, and in the sec-

MEXICANS AS POLITICIANS. 

While talking with several gentlemen re- 
garding New Mexico generally and politic- 
ally in particular, I asked what the pros- 
— were should the Territory become a 

tate. Said one of them: “It is a great 
mistake to suppose that the Americans or 
whites who are here now could run things in 
case New Mexico should be admitted. The 
Mexican is a natural-born politician. He 
likes to dabble in politics and is «a schemer. 
The natives would run the State and the 
whites could stand and look on. There are 
many New Mexicans of the higher and 
wealthy classes to take control, and if they 
didn’t want the whites to have any show 
the whites wouldn't have any: that’s all 
there is to it. You’d see a Mexican 
or native Governor and other State officers, 
and a Mexican Representative in Congress, 
which latter there is now. ‘The natives are 
not entirely friendly to the whites, and will 
follow those whom they consider their nat- 
ural leaders. They are not so bitter against 
the whites as they aredown in Mexico, but 
they don’t waste any love on them.” 

“What would be the politics of the new 
State in case the Territory were admitted?“ 


I asked. 

“That is impossible to tell,” was the 
answer. “Iam inclined to think the domi- 
nant party, whichever ut might be, would 
catch the majority. The Mexicans are great 
trimmers. - They like to be in with the Gov- 
ernment, and I think the politics of the Ad- 
ministration would be theirs.”’

The main idea of the 
celebration is to call the attention of the 
country at large to New Mexico at a mining 
region, as a graz ground, and an agri- 
cultural section. he great hope of the Ter- 
ritory, as a matter of course, is in her mines, 
some of which are of extraordinary richness, 
and in her berds. The space available for 
agricultural purposes is not —— in propor- 
tion to her area, but in the various valleys 
and available spots where _ irrigation 
ean be resorted to very fine crops 
of almost 8 and everything can 
be raised.

This 
ceremony does not belong to their secret re- 
ligious observances. It is designed, if pos- 
sible—and there is no reason why the design 
should not be carried out—to have represeut- 
ed at the exposition everything relat to 
the people and the products of the Territory 
which can carpet J be of interest to visitors, 
Arrangements will be made to accommodate 
at least 5,000 visitors, which will probably be 
the greatest number who will be in the city 
at any one time. 


BELMONT'S DUEL. 


A Bit of History Revived—Cause of the 
Banker’s Present Lameness. 

[New York World.|—Mr. August Bel 
mont, when on the witness stand at the trial 
of John Devoy for criminal libel Friday, and 
during his cross-examination did, with tears 
in his eyes, denounce with vigor a slander 
on his mother and on his children, 

In the course of his remarks he referred to 
his blameless record in political and social 
life, and with warmth said: “I wish I was 
twenty years younger and not holding a po- 
sition of trust, then no man should say any- 
thing different to me without regretting it.“ 

When Mr. Bélmont spoke these words he 
did not do it without knowing their fuil 
import. His has been an eventful life, and 
during his residence in this country he has 
always been prominent and popular, not 
alone for his persona! qualities, but because 
he was always a strong advocate of manhood 
and honesty. 

During his career he has often been called 
upon to defend himself or others; but one 
event brought him on the field of honor. It 
was in August, 1841, when he chatlenged Ed- 
ward Hayward, a prominent and wealthy 
Southerner, and his present lameness is due 
to a wound received in that fight. 

The trouble which resulted in a resort to. 
the code of honor” was related to a World 
reporter last evening by one of Mr. Bel- 
mont's seconds. 

Mr. Belmont and Mr. Hayward were for 
several years prior to the duel very warm 
friends. One evening after a coolness had 
for some unknown reason sprung up be- 
tween them they met at Niblo's Garden. 

They ente into a conversation, which 
finally resulted in the use of harsh language. 
As stated by Mr. Belmont’s second, Mr. Hay- 
ward began to talk about ladies. While 
dwelling upon their merits and demerits he 
had oceasion to teil Mr. Belmont that his 
conduct towards ladies was not becoming tu 
any gentleman—in other words, that it was 
reprehensible. 

his aroused Mr. Belmont, who denied 
with emphasis the truth of the assertion. A 
warm wordy contest, lasting several min- 
utes, followed. Finally Mr. Hayward 
slapped Mr. Belmont iu the face, 

Friends interfered at this juncture, and 
they were separated, as a hand-to-hand en- 
counter seemed imminent. Whether any 
particular lady was referred to by Mr. Hay- 
ward the gentleman did not know, but it is 
said thatin charging Mr. Belmont with un- 
gentlemanly conduct he referred to his bear- 
ing towards all ladies. 

The episode in the Garden created fa sen- 
sation among the friends and acquaintances 
of Mr. Belmont and Mr. Hayward, who were 
both young and prominent men. 

Mr. Belmont was too proud to allow Mr 
Hayward’s insult to go unnoticed, and by 
the advice of friends he, within a few days 
after it was offered, sent a challenge to Mr. 
Hayward. It was of a perémptury nature, 

Mr. Belmont immediately r a 
note of acceptance. 

Mr. Hayward selected as his second Ed- 
ward Laight, a New York gentleman, since 
dead. Dr. Goldsmith, a New York physi- 
cian, also dead, was chosen as the surgeon. 
Only a few dhys intervened between the 
time the challenge was accepted and the 


duel. 

The duel was not known to the New York 
public until several days after it oecurred, 
so secret were the movements of the princi- 
als, their seconds, and all concerned in the 

r. ‘ 


air. 

They quietly left the city and immediately 
proceeded to Elton, Md., the scene of 
duel. Pistols were the weapons used. Ten 
paces were measured off, and the duelists 

oth manifested great courage, 

The usual formalities were observed. 
Without wineing, the duelists leveled their 
pistols at each otheer and fired. Mr. Belmont 
fell, pierced in the right hip by the ball from 
Mr. Hayward’s pistol. Only one shot was 
fired and Mr. Havward was not wounded. 

After Mr. Belmont's wound was 
he was taken to Philadelphia, where he was 
attended by Dr. McClellan, father of Gen. 
McClellan. Dr. William Detmold, who lives 
at No. 38 East Ninth street, was also sum- 
moned to assist Dr. McClellan. Mr. Belmont 
remained in Philadelphia for several weeks, 
suffering intense agony from his woung. 
He was afterwards brought to this city, 
where Dr. Detmold continued to treat him. 
‘The ball was extracted not many weeks 
afterwards. 

Before and after theoperation Mr. Belmont 
was in a critical condition, from which he 
did not fully recover untilthe winter season, 
and has since ‘been lame. No accounts of 
the duel were published in New York pa- 
pers until a few days after it occurred, as 
every effort was made by the principles and 
their friends to keep the matter secret. 

When it became known it was the sensa- 
tion ef the dayin New York, aad clubmen 
and the friends of Mr. Belmont and Mr. 
Hayward continued to discuss the subject 
with great interest for weeks afterward. 
The sequel, if any, to the duel is not known. 
Mr. Hayward returned to South Carolina, 
where he died several years ago.

The Entry of the Great Milte Czar inte the City 
of the Bells. 


The Reverence of the Russian People and the 
Power of Tradition and Custom. 


Many stirring pictures of the Russian cor- 
onation are presented by the Moscow corre- 
spondent of the London Times. The road by 
which the Czar entered the city is, he says, 
between three and four miles loug, and may 
be said to slope down from the outer barrier 
of the city te the gates of the Kremlin. in 
but few instances do the houses attain to the 
dignity of three stories, and the experienced 
traveler is at a loss to say whether 
the appearance of Moscow more re- 
minds him of Ispahan, Bagdad, Con- 
stantinople, or Calcutta. Conceive, then, this 
triumphal way to be densely lined, on pave- 
ments, windows, pavilions, platforms, bal- 
conies, tribunes, and every availablg coign of 
vantage, with myriads of spectators of every 
rank and class, from the smock-frocked 
peasant, with no brighter intelligence beam- 
ing in his passive eyes than that of Gurth, 
the Saxon churl, to the ample-gowned mer- 
chant, the threadbare priest with hair of 
feminine length, and the Slavophil of either 
sex, traitorously disguised by the millinery 
or tailoring of the West; further picture the 
line of route as being gayly overarched with 
evergreens and fantastic with the skeleton 
mechanism of illumination, gorgeously hung 
with historical paintings, tapestried with 
yellow and biack, with brave escutcheons, 
gallant bannerets and fluttering pennons, 
heralds of the fray. Imagine all this and 
you will have some idea of the route by 
which the Czar of All the Russias has 
triumphantly entered his ancient ¢apital,

THE MORNING. 

The morn broke gray and sad, and 
from many a lofty tower and cross-sur- 
mounted dome the banners droope d languid- 
ly, But gradually a breeze sprang up, which, 
without dispersing the ashen-colored clo uds, 
setall the bunting gayly fluttering. And 
while it was yet early morning the 
citizens one and all had sprung out 
ot bed with a nervous fear of miss- 
ing the golden day and a grim determina- 
tion to take Time by his slippery foreiock. 

Out trooped the eager Moscovites to se- 
cure their places on the line of route, and 
for six long hours they patiently, or, rather, 
impatiently, awaited the coming of the Czar. 
Nothing is more orderly than a Russian 
crowd, as nothing is more obedient than a 
Russian army; but yet there were the usual 
crushing and squeezing ot vehicles and gal- 
loping, bullying, cursing, and admonitory 
compressing of toes with butt and bayonet, 
accom panied with hoarse Slayonic shouts of 
command and shrill female screams: For 
six long hours the citizens sat and squatted 
and stood and waited, the military were 
marched te their posts, the tardy-footed, 
leaden-eyed morning crept on apace, and 
everybody had come out to greet and loyally 
acclaim the mighty Czar, save and except his 
surly majesty the sun. 

THE PANORAMA. 

1 was favored with a seat on the ba lconyof 
the splendid mansion which, at a rent of 
£2,000, has been hired by the British Em- 
bassy in St. Petersburg tor the coronation 
fortnight, and which commands a splendid 
view of the imperiai route for a large part of 
it intramural course.

below, nothing but densely-packed 
human beings, those in the street being kept 
back from the carriage-way on each 
side by a double rank of soldiers 
with fixed bayonets, standing almost 
shoulder to shoulder.

Will the 
uukind heavens bedraggle the maguificent 
show to which we are to be trealed? Heavy 
dreps begin to fall, but they cease in a mo- 
ment, and yet the skies continne dark, The 
hour is a quarter-past 2 by the clock, 

THE CANNON, 

Is that thunder? No; no itis a cannon- 
shot repeated nine times asa signal to let 
loose the bells of all this myriad-velied city. 
And in another moment the air seems to be 
convulsed with a crashing hurricane of 
sound. First booms the great gong of the 
Cathedral of the Assumption, in the Krem- 
lin, and then the chorus is taken up dy all 
the lesser clappers of the city; like village 
curs that unite to swell the voice of one 
alarmed and deep-mouthed mastiff. Sucha 
concert of booming, groaning, growling, 
chirping, piping, and trumpeting din was 
never heard of, or only by Caliban 
in his nours of ecstasy. As if to 
the sound of this ‘many-toned word 
of command, the soldies seize _ their 
stacked rifles and stand to arms, whfle from 
the quaintold church opposit troop out its 
golden-robed clergy, with their ceusers. 
their altar, their satred icons and other ritu- 
alistic paraplrernatia for the N Eu- 
peror to gaze upon and venerate. Half a 
dozen or so they are in number, standing 
there like gorgeously-dressed Oriental mer- 
chants offering wares fur sale, and he in the 
middie, with the purple headgear, is the 
chief. He is aman of portly body, compared 
with whom the celebrated Friar of Orders 
Gray would have Jooked thin, pinched, and 
ascetic. The fragrance of their censers as- 
ceyds to us. 

THE ESCORT. 

It is a quarter past 2as the cannon again 
thunder out above the clanging bells, and all 
eyes are turned toward the Arc de Triomphe, 
at the northern end of our vista, where we 
know that the Emperor is already being re- 
ceived by the Mayor and Municipality, wear- 
ing their pompous robes and chains of office. 
What scariet crowd is that approaching? It 
looks exactly like a British regiment in the 
distance; but as it comes nearer and hearer 
we discover it to be the personal escort of 
his Majesty, consisting of some three squad- 
rons of Cireassians and Don Cossacks, ail 
finely made, handsome men, and bravely 
mounted. Their steeds are very restive, es- 
peeially in passing the icons, and one impa- 
tient officer has to bring his capering brute to 
reason by slapping it desperately over the 
haunches with the flat of his sabre. Thecaval- 
cade is somew in danger of derangement 
through thesefunsteady steeds; but their 
riders sit admirably, and on they pace, as if 
on parade, proudly conscious of the trust 
reposed in their, valor and loyalty by their 
imperiai lord. Stalwart, strapping troovets 
are these Cossacks of the Don; and but for 
their Astrachan sheepskin caps—ow the 
regulation full-dress headgear of all the Rus- 
sian army—they might well be taken fora 
smart squadron of Scots Greys. Behind 
them comes another —— —1 of dark green 
dragoons, whose equipment is remarkable 
from the fact that in addition to their sabres 
they carry a sort of bayonet for combat when 
dismounted and acting as infantry.

VOORHEES SPEAKING FOR HIS 

The recent interview held by a correspond- 
ent of Tae TrRIBuNE with Senator Voorhees, 
of Indiana, is worthy of something more 
than passing comment, because Mr. Voor- 
heea was more honest and outspoken than 
Democratic politicians are usually in giving 
their views to the public. The talk was con- 
fined mainly to two subjects—the tariff 
civil-service reform—which are more con- 
spicuous just now than any other National 
questions. Mr. Voorhees expressed himself 
unreservedly on both subjects. His views 
in regard to the tariff correspond apparently 
with a large portion of the Democratic party, 
and there is reason to believe that he repre- 
sénts fairly the great mass of his party in 
what he said of the Democratic intentions 
about the distribution of Government patron- 
age in case of Democratic success. 

As to the tariff, Mr. Voorhees contends 
that a tariff ‘for revenue only’ is an im- 
possibility.” it is not worth while to stop 
now to show that he cannot be very well 
versed in political economy when he makes 
so broad a statement of a palpable error: 
duties levied in this country on tea and cof- 
fee, for instance, would be a tariff for 
revenue only.” But the significance of his 
remark is to be found in the fact that, even 
in the West and among sagacious politicians, 
the Watterson program for running the next 
Democratic campaign meets with decided 
disapproval. Voorhees, in speaking for his 
own State, proceeded to say: “We owe 
largely to a prot°ctive ‘tariff an industrial 
condition in Indiana whose annual product 
is $200,000.000.” He then went on to partic- 
ularize how much the tariff has helped 
and will continue to help Indiana, and 
added: “Talk of what Mr. McDon- 
ald or Mr. Uendricks may believe 
other than what I have said is without sub- 
stantial warrapt.’’ He then recalled the fact 
that the tariff plank in the platform of last 
year’s Indiana State Convention (which he 
drew up himself) declared for a reve nue 
tariff with incidental protection,” and was 
modeled upon the Pennsylvania and North 
Carolina platforms. It is not denied that 
Mr. Voorhees is a shrewd and successful 
politician, and his remarks upon the tariff as 
an issue indicate anew that it is not from 
Pennsylvania or New England or certain 
Southern States alone that the revenue- 
reform wing of the Democratic party must 
expect opposition in shaping the position of 
the party in the Presidential contest of next 
year, but also from some of the Western 
States which have been counted upon to fur- 
nish influence and strength for radical tariff- 
reform. Mr. Voorhees’ frank talk is an evi- 
dence that the Démocratic party is hopelesly 
divided on the tariff question. 

What Mr. Voorhees had to say of civil- 
service reform is still more to the point in 
contemplating the possibility of Democratic 
success in 1884. He repudiates the Pendle- 
ton measure utterly. He says plainly that 
the law is “a fraud and a humbug,” and in- 
sinuates that it was passed by the Republicans 
as a trick “to perpetuate the power of Re- 
publican officeholders.” His theory in re- 
gard to the civil service is, that “if Demo- 
crats succeed, public ‘affairs ought to be ad- 
ministered by Democrats, and Democrats 
ought to do the necessary clerical work.” 
He also declared that he is “a believer in 
practical politics,” and hinted that per- 
haps the money may not be forthcoming next 
winter “ to pay the expenses of the Civil- 
Service Commission, in which case the work 
of reform would be stopped short as it was 
under Grant, and for, the same rea- 
son.

kers. This is the spirit of the law, and the 
treatment it has received from President 
Arthur thus far warrants the expectation 
that he will do everything in his power to 
carry it out in good faith, and thus place the 
publie service upon solid business grounds. 
Such is the law which Senator Voorhees 
condemns and threatens with nullitication at 
the hands of a Democratic Congress by with- 
holding the appropriauions necessary to the 
support of the Civil-Service Commission. 
There is abundant reason to believe that 
Senator Voorhees voices. the sentiment of 
the dominant element of bis party in regard 
to civil-service reform. Anybody who doubts 
it may satisfy himself by talking to the first 
dyed-in-the-wool Bourbon he meets who 
takes more or less interest in polities. Every 
such person will be found to be deeply at 
tached to the spolls system. He will con- 
tend without any sense of impropriety that 
the Bourbons should seize al! the offices, high 
and low, as soon as they come into the con- 
trol of the Government. Ile will even admit 
that the possession of the 100,000 places 
under the Government is the moving cause 
of Bourbon energy and the mainspring of 
evegy effort which is made to oust the Re- 
publicans, To abandon all claim upon pat- 
ronage as a reward for party services would 
dampen the ardor of every Democratic 
ward politician in the country. Mr, Voor- 
hees understands all this perfectly, and he 
does not propose to sacrifice this strong hold 
upon the loyalty of the party blowers and 
strikers to any sentimental theory of run- 
nia the public service on business principles, 
The other managing politicians of his party 
think as he does; the only difference between 
him and them is, that he believes it to be good 
policy to keep the spoils before his people, 
while many of the others believe it to be 
better to conceal so far as possible the prime 
object of Democratic campaigning. It is 
pretty certain that the Democratic party can- 
not gain strength among the thinking busi- 
ness-men of the country who have no de- 
signs upon the subordinate political places 
for themselves if they realize that Demo- 
cratic vietory will result not only in placinz 
the affairs of Government under the control 
of Democratic politicians, but also in in- 
trusting the details of public business in the 
hands of raw and inexperienced men.

THE WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

The session of the Legislature which has 
just adjourned has resulted in the passage of 
two or three important measures, of some 
which are good as far as they go and of sev- 
eral of local importance. The length of time 
occupied by the session was sufficient for the 
accomplishment ofall needed legislation. It 
was one of the longest ever held in this or 
any other State, but the obstructive and fili- 
bustering policy of the Democrats in their 
mad opposition to high license dragged the 
session to an unreasonable length and pre- 
vented legislation on some important sub- 
jects which will have to be taken up again 
two years hence, 

The crowning work of the session was the 
passage of the High-License bill, and not- 
withstanding all the bluster and threats, all 
the obstruction and party lashing of the Dem- 
ocrats, they could muster but fifty-seven votes 
on the final passage, and two of these were 
renegade Republicans, who had been bought 
and paid for. The provisions of the bill are 
so well known that we need not repeat them, 
but they only provide- the foundation upon 
which a still higher system of license will be 
built. The rates of $150 for beer and $500 for 
whisky set forth in the bill are only the min- 
imum. They cannot be made less, but they 
can be increased under the Local-Option law 
toany amount. Already this has been done 
inmany places. It will bedone in more, 
and will becomea general fashion as the 


operations of the bill become generally | 


known. Itis not claiming too much to say 
that in nearly all the cities and towns in this 
State, except Chicago, $1,000 will be the aver- 
age license fee before long. 

The Harper bill will add over a million 
doliars of revenue to the city which could 
not have been o®tained otherwise than by 
extra tax upon houses and goods, and it will 
save the city millions more in the diminish- 
ing of crime, poverty, and pauperism. 

Another important bill which has become 
a law is the Compulsory-Eduvation act, which 
has been fought over so many sessions and 
has at last secured a victory. So far as the 
bill goes it is an excellent one, but two years 
from now it can and will be improved. It 
provides that every person having the con- 


trol and charge of any child or children be- 


tween the ages of 8 and 14 years shall send 
such child or children to a public or private 
school for a period of not less than twelve 
weeks in each year. The penalty for violation 
of the act is a fine of not less than $5 nor more 
than 820. the money so collected to be used 
for school purposes. The bill would have 
been improved by increasing the time from 
twelve to twenty weeksin a year. and instead 
of limiting the years of study from 8 to 14 
the discharge of a scholar should have 
been made dependent upon his or her ability 
to pass a satisfactory examination in all the 
elementary branches, at least in the three 
R's, Reading, Riting, and Rithmetic.” The 
supplementary bill which provides for send- 
ing young street waifs, beg and vagrants 
who have no proper parental Ware or guard- 
ianship to training schools is also a good 
measure. With such acts as these, rein- 
forced by the manual-training-school system 
which will soon be inaugurated in Chicago 
and is bound to spread, educational matters 
in the State may be said to take a long step 
forward. ö 

Like the Compulsory- Education bill, the 
Hard-Road bill is good so far as it goes, but 
does not go far enough. Instead of provid- 
ing that the levying of the tax shall depend 
upon the option of the voters as expressed at 
an election which may be called by fifty 
landowners in any township, thé tax levy 
should have been made obligatory. Instead 
of levying a tax of $1 on each $100 of as- 
sessed valuation the State should have ap- 
propriated at least. a million dollars, to have 
been divided pro rata, and the townships 
should have been compelled to raise a like 


sum, while the provisions for draining and. 


hardening the roads should have been spe- 
cific and untform. Under the present law 
hard roads may be constructed in a few lo- 
calities where the farmers are enterprising 
and wide awake, but it may be relied upon 
that in many more places the farmers will go 
on plowing through the mud rather than 
vote to levy the required tax. This, how- 
ever, can be remedied two years hence, and

THE COMMERCIAL TORNADO, 

The worid of people who trade in produce 
has passed through a season of severe trial 
within a week past. It has been visited by 
a tornado, which leveled all that lay in its 
path. Like the tornadoes that are so named 
by meteorologists, it is soon over; but, un- 
like them, the disaster resulting from the vis- 
itation is far from being apparent to the cas- 
ual gaze. The one large craft that is a com- 
plete wreck, and the many others that were 
swept from their moorings by the tempest, 
as reported in the daily papers, ‘are für 
from comprising the list or disasters. 
Many another noble vessel has lost 
sails and spars, and been forced 
‘to throw overboard a large part of 
its cargo in order to save the rest. 
To drop the nautical simile and recur to the 
actual, we may say that there are many hun- 
dreds who have lost nearly their all in the 
crisis. The members of the Board of Tradé 
who have been severely hurt may be counted 
by dozens, but their losses are far from mak- 
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one. Each of several leading firms has | 

agents out at all prominent points taking 
orders to buy or sell. These orders are 
“wired” hither, and the customer is called 
on for margins to cover losses, if any there 
be. How many of these people—some rich 
and the majority comparatively poor—sent in 
their last available dollar before refusing to 
furnish more none- can tell. They are the 


real sufferers, and yet will receive but partial 7 


condolence, A few of their number, made 
money by the stampede, but the great ma- 
jority simply saw their cash vanish into thin 
air as it passed into the pockets of the few 
speculators who caught the tide on its ebb 
instead of at the flood. The subsequent rises 
and falls of the markets are nothing to them 
now, except as matters of regretful comment, 
In not a few cases their families will feel the 
bitter pinch of poverty, and perhaps credit- 
ors suffer, because of the loss on the Mo- 
Geoch lard deal ang its correlatives, 

It is now nearly a week since the tempest 
set in, with “a clap of thunder out of a clear 
sky.“ Outside of the actual sufferers, the 
world is all the better for the storm. It has 
let prices down to the point where they more 
nearly represent the value of the property 
for consuming purposes, and already we see 
the effect in a rapid outward movement of 
produce, much of which is going to Europe. 
Our stocks are being reduced at a rapid rate 
towards something like normal proportions. 
A big operator remarked that the collapse 
“wiltcut our stock of lard clear in two.“ 
He is probably right, Foreign exehange 
to the extent of some $61,400,000 has 
been made in this city within three 
days past, most of which represents pork 
products that are under orders for Western 
Europe. Our wheat shipments also show an 
increase. Large quantities of stuff“ are 
also going to Canada and to the Southern 
States. Ihe lower prices are attracting buy- 
erg for consumption, whereas it was high 
prices that tempted to buying on speculation, 
in the belief that they would go still higher. 
That is precisely a gage of the difference be- 
tween the legitimate trading that tempts peo- 
ple and the illegitimate bandying about of 
produce which makes poor the majority of 
those who essay the performance. When 
will the world be wise enough to profit by 
the vast accumulation of dearly-bought ex- 
perience in this direction ? 

—— 

ADULTERATION AND COMPETITION. 

It is confessed by the members of the firm 
of Fowler Bros. in the statement which we 
published Thursday that they aduiterate 
lard, They do not adulterate the particular 
brand which they make for filling their 
Board-of-Trade contracts. That, they claim, 
is manufactured in strict compliance with 
the requirements of the Board-of-Trade 
rules. But other brands for general con- 
sumption are admitted by them to contain 
other substances than hog’s fat, though none 
of them are aught but clean and wholesome. 
This is a public avowal of a fact that has 
long been perfectly well known to every 
man of affairs in Chicago. It may be stated 
as beyond the possibility of contradiction 
that pretty much all the refiners’ lard pro- 
duced in this city is mixed with cheapening 
substances. 

The Fowler Bros. are by no means alone 
in this kind of business. Nor are the lard- 
refiners‘alone in adulterating what they 
manufacture. The report recently printed 
by Tue Trisune showed how well-nigh uni- 
versal was the practice of adulterating 
spices. The facts about the adulteration of 
tea, sugar, flour, drugs—in truth, nearly 


-everything—are familiar as household words. 


The universality of adulteration is one of the 
phenomena of modern business. It flows di- 
rectly from the fierce competition of the 
manufacturers to meet the demand for cheap 
goods and yet make great profits. After the 
public has exhausted its powers of indigna- 
tion at the personal depravity of the men 
who stoop to such methods of raking in 
money with the excuse that they all do it.“ 
the fact remains that here is a tendency 
which is too strong for the average dealer 
with average morals to resist. The practice 


of competition and greed for gain have | 


reached a point of evil where it as certainly 
calls for the interference of the public as the 
liquor trafic. 

Honest men have the humiliating alterna- 
tive of going out of business or of descend- 
ing to the tricks of trade. ‘They and the pub- 
lic shouid be protected either by a system of 
inspection that would make it impossible to 
market adulterated goods, or by tig adop- 
tion of something like the English system, 
which permits a manufacturer to concoct for 
sale any compound he chooses, but compels 
him to state on the label just what every 
package contains. If the buyer chooses to 
buy make-believe coffee for real coffee the 
English law lets him do so, but it secures 
him the knowledge that he is buying a ficti- 
tious article. 

There is not a word to be said in defense 
of the villainous practice of adulterating, but 
the wrong is to be righted not by attacking 
the innate and total depravity of the indi- 
viduals concerned, but by devising a system 
under which such average human nature as 
society is made up of can be kept straight.

EDUCATION AND CRIME. , 

The last reper made by the Inspectors of 
the Eastern Penitentiary at Philadelphia 
contains an extremely interesting directory 
of the various causes which led its inmates 
to the commission of crim@ A thorough 
canvass of the antecedents of every prisoner 
was made from childhood up, and as the re- 
sult a Philadeiphia paper says: 

The laxity of discipline and want of proper 
capacity in the police” have brought about 
eriines by many whom the police have been on- 
pable enough to bring to the penitentiary. * As- 
sociation,” “the poor-houges, aimshouses, and 
other institutiops in which children are cared 
tor, „ the want of a perfected system of law to 
regulate minor offenses that are not in thea- 
selves more than venial,” “amusements,” ed- 
ucation and weakening in moral power,” “want 
ofa system of compulsory teaching,” “ phys- 
ical disease,” “idleness and the waut of means 
— 5 — by come a 5 — compuisory 
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There are some very significant figures 
presented which bear upon the last but one 
of these causes—namely: “idleness and the 
want of means to prevent it by some sys- 
tem of compulsory tiade-teaching.” There 
are in all 417 convicts in the penitentiary, 
and of these.365 had attended the schools 
and eight of them were college graduates, 
leaving but fifty-two who had not been to 
school, Of these 417 no less than 336 had 
never learned a trade. They had been to 
school, received an education, and were then 
turned out upon the world as idlers. In this 
condition they were the easy victims of other 
r causes and of temptations of every 

ind, 


The argument goes to show that education 


ot itself or a system of education that lea ves 


a jyoung man with nothing to do and igno- 
rant of any trade at which he can make a liv- 
ing is no protection against crime. The 
great remedy is labor. There is room enough 
in the trades for all applicants. There is not 
room enough in the professions or in stores 


and offices for all who want to make a living |

It will thwart the et- 

unions 

to prevent American boys from, ac- 
quiring’ the knowledge of trades, It will 


tend to overcome that dislike of manual da- 


bor which now compels so many young men 
to remain Idle, and ultimately consigns them 
to vice and dissipation, The union of the 
manual-training system with our public- 
school system, in which. the hands and the 
head will keep even pace, is the great prac- 
tical and utilitarian system of the future, 
and itis just the kind of remedy which could 
be applied to such cases as have been found 
in the Eastern Penitentiary at Pnitadelphia, 
which are not isolated instances of the ina- 
bility of publie-sehool education to protect 
young men from falling into criminal ways.

Tne Ohio “* mossbacks held a love-feast 
at Columbus yesterday, the occasion being 
the formulation of a State ticket for the fall 
campaign. It was not the most orderly 
body in the history of Democratic 
eonventions. The Cincinnati delegation 
was not a unit, and as the debates 
progressed the opposing factions allowed 
their whisky-warmed dander to mount very 
high. One word brought on dnother. A 
blow was struck and a rough and tumble 
fight ensued. Peace was obtained only by 
the intervention of the police. Judge Hoad- 
ly and Durbin Ward were the leading can- 
didates for the Gubernatorial nomina- 
tion. The former was successful on the 
second ballot by a vote of 304 to 279, John 
Warwick, of Stark County, was selected for 
Lieutenant-Governor; J. Lawrence, of 
Cleveland, for Attorney-General; and Peter 
Brady, of Sandusky, for State Treasurer. 
The platform reaffirms the early principles 
of Democracy ag expounded by Jeffer- 
son, and demafids a purification of 
the public service, the punishment of 
robbers of the Treasury, and the equalization 
of public burdens. It favors a tariff for rev- 
enue limited to the necessities of the Gov- 
ernment, and so adjusted as to prevent un- 
equal burdens, encourage productive in- 
dustries at home, afford a just compensation 
to labor, but not to create or toster 
monopolies. It advocates a judicious 
and properly graded license system, while 
opposing sumptuary legislation, As a sop 
to the workingmen it asks for the correction 
of the abuses of the contract system of 
employing prison labor, but fails to state 
what the abuses are, and leaves the plank 
charmingly indefinit as to its absolute mean- 
ing. ,

We noticed yesterday the blunder of the 
New York Evening Post in explaining Mc- 
Geoch’s failure by the miscarriage of his op- 
erations as a seller of futures,” when in 
fact the main feature of his corner, as of all 
corners, was the purchase of futures. The 
Post makes if possible a still greater faux 
pas in its comments on the bill to compel the 
railroads of Lilinois to keep transfer offices 
open in this city. This bill has fortunately 
become a law. Its purpose is not, as the 
Post assumes, to compel the roads to main- 
tain their principal transfer offices here nor 
to Greate a financial centre here by law. Its 
object is to force the Lilinois roads, in com- 
®liance with the State Constitution and 
a law long fgnored by them, to pro- 
vide for the convenience of the people 
of lLllinois transfer offices here, where 
Western buyers can have stock transferred 
without the delay and trouble of sending to 
New Lorb and Boston, and also to keep a list 
of stockhoklers open for the inspection of 
stockholders. The previous law provided 
no penalty, and consequently the railroads, 
with that fine sense of citizenship sometimes 
displayed by that class of corporations, re- 
fused to pay any attention to it. The idea 
expressed by the Post that, “carried to their 
ultimate results, these laws would have the 
effect of depriving many States of the benefit 
of Eastern or foreign capital is ludicrous. 
A few of the Illinois roads like the Lllinois 
Central have respected the law sufficiently to 
keep @ transfer office here .ever since the 
enactment of the law, and we have failed to 
observe any cataclysmal effects as the result. 
No great social or financial convulsion is 
likely to follow from compelling a score of 
railroad corporations to keep duplicate trans- 
fer-books in Chicago and New York.

Its list of 
contents inclades the discovery of the Illinois 
country, the French and English rule in 
Illinois, Illinois undér American rule and in 
the War of 1812, Administrations of its Gov- 
ernors, asketch of the State Government, 
the commercial history of thé State, a brief, 
sketch of Chicago, the meanings of Indian 
names ip the State, sketches of its Indian 
tribes, and lists of all the General Assem- 
blies, the Territorial Representatives, and the 
United States Senators. The map itself 
contains all the routes and trails of the early 
explorers, commencing with the route of 
Marquette and Joliet, anti is accompanied by 
a historical tablet of events in the State 
from 1673 to the present time. It is an in- 
valuabie little reference book te every Lili- 
noisan, and should be in his library.

THE last Congress reduced the tax on to- 
bacco so that the revenue from that article 
will be $10,000,000 less this year than last. The 
consumer has not profited in the least by the 
reduction; on the contrary, he suffers indi- 
rectly, for he has to contribute his share to 
make up the $10,000,000, which the manufact- 
urers and dealers propose to divide between 
them. The stamp tax on matches was abol- 
ished, reducing the revenue $2,500,000, But 
matches continue to be sold to the consumer 
at the prices of last year. The same is the 
case with patent medicines. The manufact- 
trers of these articles have combined to keep 
up prices, and, as the articles are incidentally 
protected, they have nothing to fear from 
competition.

CHARLES BACKUS, 
THE MINSTREL DEAD. 

New York, June 21.—|Special.|—Cnarles 
Backus, well-known founder of the San 
Francisco Minstrels, died at his residence in 
this city, No. 246 West Forty-fourth street, 
this morning, after lying unconscious most 
of the time for over two days, Mr. Backus 
had been failing in health for the last two 
years, and had been confined to his house for 
several weeks. He had lately suffered from 
two severe attacks of pneumonia, which left 
him very weak, and finally he was stricken 
with Bright's disease of the kidneys, which 
was the immediate cause of his death. He 
leaves a widow and one young daughter. 
Mr. Backus belonged to Amity Lodge of 
Freemasons, and the Masonic funeral rites 
will be solemnized over his remains at his 
late residence tomorrow afternoon. He will 


be buried at Rochester, in accordance with 


his’ own instructions: given Monday last, 
when he came to conclusion that his life 
could not be saved 

April 2 Mr. Backus found himself in 
Syracuse and was apparently ii excellent 
health. When the ume came for him to go 
on the stage he turned to “ Billy“ Birch 
and said: “ Billy, old fellow, my back 
hurts— Backus will bave to back out.” He 
sought the advice of a physician, and was 
informed that he had contracted Bright's 
disease of the kidneys. From Syracuse he 
came immediately to this city. June 9 he 
invited his mother-ii-law, Mrs. Mason, to 
take a ride through Central Park, and was 
away from home four hours. The following 
Thursday he went to Gabe Case’s with Mrs. 
Backus, and met a number of his old triends. 
The next day he was prostrated with 
acute ins in the and from 
that time he was confined to his 
bed. Last Thursday the Rev. Dr. McAllis- 
ter, a friend whom he had known in Call- 
fornia, called on him and after a long con- 
versation the miyjster asked him if he cared 
to pray. Mr. Bdtkus repeated the Lord's 
Prayer with at fervor, and then ex- 
exclaimed, “Ah, you are the kind of 
doctor 1 want—a doctor for the soul.“ 
A little while before he died his head was 
raised by means of pillows, and then, ina 
voice the tones of which were so low as to 
be searcely a ae he said: I'm a 
baby—like little Ida.“ 

a LIFE OF MR. BACKUS. 

Mr, Backus was born Oct. 20, 1831, at 
Rochester, N. V. He was a son of T ore 
and Harriet Backus. His paternal grand- 
father, Hazel Backus, was the first President 
of Hamilten College. ‘The deceased was 
nephew of Gerritt Smith, the noted Abolli- 
tionist. He started life as a newsboy in 
Cleveland, O. % when but 15 years old, as 
the proprietor of a ne close by a 
theatre, in that city. is parents designed 
young Backus for a literary career, but his 
talent for imitation was developed early, and 
he eonceived a passion for the stage which 
could not be overcome. Mr. Backus was 
married three times. His first wife was Leo 
Hudson, from whom he was divorced. In

| spring sowings have been done in a rather 
scrambling fashion, and under discouraging 
circumstances. The present state of all the 
sowings seems to reveal the inevitable conse- 
quences. The earliest autumnal sowings are 
said to promise the best, and all the others 
are weak and thin. But all now depends on 
the weather. Asfar as the wheat is con- 
cerned, our farmers would be content to 
have no rain till they have cut and thrashed 
it. The plant on which, by a dt. 
vine ordinance, we so much depend, and 
which is itself thechief type of civilization, 
strikes its root deep in the soil, creates 
its own shelter and shade, and with its long 
and broad blades gathers the dew and absor 
the moisture from the rainless atmosphere. 
With a moderately fine summer we shall 
have a wheat harvest probably not below the 
average of the last seven years. The im- 
portance of this crop, however, in the agri- 
cultural calculation is more traditional than 
real. Farmers must face the fact that all the 
world competes with them. ‘They must not 
grow what they would like to grow, but 
what England wants of them. Our own 
people eat much more beef and mutton and 
cousume much more of the products of the 
diary than they did fifty years ago; and 
these are what agriculturists must di- 
rect their attention to. It appears to be 
taken for granted that, in the present state of 
science or of national devel pment, we are 
not able to deal with overmuch rain. We 
have nothing to do but to sit on the ground 
and bewai!l our hard fate. Unless we can in- 
voke the aid of St. George of Cappadocia to 
destroy the great watery dragon that spoils 
the best parts of our country we must sub- 
mit to our hard fate and earn the increasing 
contempt of our neighbors across the Ger- 
man Ocean, who enjoy a well-drained King- 
dom many feet below the sea level. The very 
late spring has been favorable to some of the 
lesser crops. The apple orehards promise an 
unusual making of cider, and the hops are 
said to be growing quiek and to be so far free 
from their insect plagues. 


CONFLAGRATIONS. 


Fifteen People Injured and a Loss of 
$500,000 in a Distillery Fire 
in Pennsylvania—Other 
Serious Blazes. 


Prrrsnond, Pa., June 21.—[Speci®l1.1—A 
fire, which proved very disastrous, broke 
out in warehouse No. 2 of Gibson’s Distil- 
lery at Gibsonton, near Bellevernon, Pa., 
about thirty miles above Pittsburg, on the 
Monongahela River, at3o’clock this after- 
noon. -About the middle of last January the 
distillery and warehouse No. 1 burned, in- 
volving a loss of over $50,000. The fire this 
afternoon was occasioned by an explosion of 
gas, caused by carrying a lighted lamp into 
a close room. The flames spread with won- 
derful rapidity, and the building was 
soon enveloped in flames. The fire 
spread to some small tenements adjoining, 
and from there to warehouse No. 3. all of 
which were destroyed. The two warehouses 
contained about 10,000 barrels of old whisky, 
which was lost. During the fire there were 
severa¥fearful explosions of gas and liquor, 
which sent flaming brands high in the air 
and injured tweive or fifteen persons, some 
of thein severely. 
| LOSS AND INSURANCE. 

The total loss is estimated at $400,000. The 
insurance is stated to be $300,000. Smith & 
Friday, of this city, had over 1,000 packages 
of liquor in warehouse No. 3 ‘They esti- 
mate their loss at $50,000, nearly covered by 
insurance. Pittsburg insurance companies 
lose heavily, but the bulk of the loss falls 
upon tern and foreign companies.

AN ELEVATOR BURNED.

A Heavy Failure in Straw Goods at 
Brooklyn. 

‘New Ton, June 21.—[Specfal.]—The 
Union & Bay State Straw Goods Manufact- 
uring Company, of Brooklyn, has suspend- 
ed. The news of the company’s embarrass- 
ment did not reach the trade until late this 
afternoon, and caused the greatest astonisti- 
ment, as it was the first intimation of any 
trouble. Creditors could scarcely realize 
that the compan had suspended, and they 
made haste to verify the reports. The com- 
pany’s creditin this market was very high, 
asit paid cash for most of its purchases. 
The liabilities of the company were current 
ly reported at from $750,000 to $1,000,000, 
but these estimates were regarded as exag- 
gerated, and the best-informed persons do 
not think the actual liabilities will exeeed 
$500,000, At the office of the company it was 
stated ‘by the manager in charge that the 
company had suspended, the reputed esti- 
mate of liabilities was exaggerated, and he 
did not think the liabilities would exceed 
$500,000, but he could not tell the exact fig- 
ures; a statement had been made up a few 
days ago, but the officers had taken it to 
Massachusetts, where four-fifths of the 
liabilities are held. The greater part of 
the indebtedness is on notes. A meeting of 
the Presidents of the Boston banks who hold 
the company’s paper was held Tuesday, 
at which a committee was appointed to loo 
into the matter and report a week hence. 
The nominal assets, he said, ex the 
liabilities if they could be realized upon. 
The suspension was due to a variety of 
causes. Tt had been a poor year for straw- 
goods business, and, although the company 
had hada good trade, there was no money 
in it. 4 large creditor said yester- 
day that 5 thought 

between $50,000 and $70,000 to the straw im- 
porters in this city. By another merchant it 
was stated that company had intended 
to close up about Ist of July, as there 
was no money in the business for it. The 
last annual report of the company showed 
debts, exclusive of capital stock, $439,734;

lam F. Macartney, who was Superintend- 
dent of the lard retinery from about February, 
1879, until Dec. 1, 1882, and is now in the employ 
of Hately Bros., was also examined, He 
states, after desoribing from a diagram which 
bad been put in evidence the situation of the 
kettles, etc., that it would not be possible for 
aay other person to know what was done in 
‘department, because he had the 
keys of the kettle- room, and when there was 
any lard to come down he went in and opened 
the valves over the kettle that he wanted the 
lard to go into. No person else came into that 
roomexcept at night, when he gave instruc- 
tions to the night tankman as to the Keitie to 
put the lard into, and left the valve open for 
bim. No one eise had a key to the kettle- room, 
and no person else could possibly know what 
was put into the kettles, because he always 
ciosed the valves wheo be bad dove. During the 
time he was in the employ of the Fowler Broth- 
ers there were no instances of adulteration of 
prime steam lard, and nat it was utterly im- 
possibie forCunning bam or Innes to bave known 
anything about it. This he illustrated by de- 
scribing the course of the prime steam lard 
from the kettle, through the pipes, to the draw- 
off faucets. He says that Cunningham never 
was in the refinery. and bad po business there, 
and expiicitly deutes Cugaingham's statement 
that the lard was ever run olf, tierced, and 
branded the same day. 


JOSEPH GALLAGHER. 


The evidence last evening ciosed with the tes- 
timony of Joseph Galiagher, who proved to be 
u most important witness. He ban lived in the 
city fur about eight years, and bas been in the 
employ of Fowler Brothers about seven years, 
and f r the last two years bas bad charge ef the 
rendering of their lurd and grease. He stated 
that the regular position of lunes was of 
fireman; that be was occasionally called upon to 
assist at the tanks, but that he never had any 
position wifich would enabie him to determine 
whether there was any adulteration of the 
prime steam lard, and that the same was true 
of Cunningham, Gallagher further stated that 
he never knew of any aduiterations of the 

rime steam lard, and that when any 
oreign substances were put into the lard-tanks 
be always notiltied Dr. Rose, and did so under 
positive instructions received from Dr. Rose 
and Mr. Neil, 80 that they could have that prod- 
uct rectified, and that it sboula not go into the 
prime steam lard. He also stated that some 
time since a party came to bis house, asking 
bim if ne wanted to make afew dollars; that be 
went down to the o‘fice of McGeoch’s atturney 
on Washington street, where a statement was 
requested of him: that he saw McGeoch, and a 
statement was prepared, in which it was set 
forth that he knew ofmduiterauons of James 
M. V rigut & Co.'s prime steam jard, and $1,500 
in money was brought and teudered to him for 
signing the affidavit, which be declined to do, 
and never signed it. 

This witness was subjected to a most rigorous 
cross-examination, lasting about two bours. and 
was unshuken. He also stated that immediate- 
ly after this offer of money was made to him be 
notified his employers, He said MeGeoch came 
into the vffice duri the preparation of — 
affidavit; that he saw McGeocbd read it over, an 
beard bim say that it was “good enough.” This 
witness also described the disposition made of 
the skimmings of tallow fat that were rendered 
in @e kettle in the tank- room. and showed 
from his own knowledge the disposition of the 
beef tallow bouwht of Swift and its manufact- 
ure into butter stock. 

The iuvestigation will be resumed at 8 o'clock 
this afternoon.

Violations of Law on the Part of the 
Authorities in Selling Harri- 
son’s Pictures. 


The Probable Outcome of Future Litiga- 
tion—Supreme Court Decisions 
of Interest. : 


All the proceedings presoribed by law tv se- 
cure the privilege to sell liquors agulustkübuse 
are at present waived by the city authorities, 
and anybody who asks for a license and tenders 
the sum of. $103 receives from the City Coligotor 
a certificate entitling the holder to a license to 


ell liguor until April 1, 1884, on the @pprovai of 


his bond by the Mayor. 

It may be urged by the Mayor and his friends 
that the possession of a license would be satis- 
factory evidence of the applicant's fitness to 
Carry On the saioon business; but this argu- 
ment will not hold good for two reasons: In 
the first piace, because the ordinance 
would have stated so if the pro- 
liminary investigation was under any ciroum- 
stances to be waived, and, secondly, because 
it is a notorious tact that through 
former negligence and leniency a great many 
persons have obtained licenses who have grossly 
abused the privileges granted them. 

THE MAYOR'S DUTY. 

It ig the Mayor's duty not to assume that 
every applicgnt fora saloon license is alaw- 
abidmg citizen, unless otherwise proven, but to 
consider bim the very contrary until the appli- 
cant establishes bis right to the privilege asked 
for. It may also be contended that the bonds 
are mere formalities and of no particular value, 
but that argument also will not hold good. If 
the License iaw is to be strictly enforced and 
carried out as it should be the bond exacted 
from the saloonkeeper would prove of the 
greatest value, provided the sureties are not of 
straw, In fact, respectable saloonkeepers have 
frequently complained of the carelesness with 
which saloon bonds have heretofore been ap- 
proved by the city authorities, as they 
look upon the bond as one of the best guaran- 
tees fora saloonkeeper's compliance’ with the 
law, provided he and his bondsmen are im- 
pressed with the idea that tne bond is na mere 
formality and that breaking any of its provis- 
jons and conditions is sure to be followed by 
forfeiture of the bond. 

VIOLATED LAWS. 

If there were no other reason than the shume- 
ful disregard of the most important feat- 
ures of the principles of licensing above de- 
soribed, itought not to be difficult to success- 
fully contest in the courts the validity of the 
saloon licenses issued under the nullification 
ect of the Council, The notorious fact that the 
whole disgraceful proceeding originated in the 
desire to defy a lav of the State and stay its 
effect asfaras the Chicago saloonkeepers are 
concerned, should have bardly more weight with 
the courts in deciding the question than the 
further fact chat the present mode of granting 
saloon liceuses is in open viotation of the spirit 
of weil-settied law, aud in the highest degree 
dangerous to the community. 

A NEW ASPECT. 

But there are still other reasons why thenulli- 
fying ordinance of Carter Harrison seems to be 
liable to utter annibiiauion the courts, The 
ordinance is simple an amendment to one of the 
sections of an ect passed by the Council in its 

resent form two years ago. In this act the 

wuncil exercises a grant of power which is ex- 
in the follow words: “[The City 

Jouncil shall beve power] to license, reguidte, 
and prohibit the selling or giving away of any 
intoxicating, malt, vinous, mixed, or termented 
liquor, the license not to extend beyond the 
municipal year iu which it shall be grauted.“ 

It will be seen from this wording that the 
power to grant licenses for the sale of liquor is 
circumscribed and made explicitiy subject to 
the condition that the license do not extend be- 
yond the municipal year. Now, wheb the Coun- 
oil fixed the license year to run from July 1 to 

. it negiected to conform in the 
of its licensing power 
the condition under which 
it had been granted the power, and that would 
make the ordinance null and void in the light of 
a number ot Supreme Court decisions, The act 
being void, it is in the eyes of the law a nullity, 
and it cannot be brought to life by a mere 
amendment, as it would be au absurdity to 
claim that a nullity could be amended, By not 
complying with tbe terms of the grant. the 
Council had practically not exercised the power 
granted, and could only exercise it by passing a 
new ordinance. It this point is well taken—ana 
some very good lawyers think it s- the City ot 
Ohicago is at present witbout a licease ordi- 
nance and hence ber officers are without power 
to grant licenses for the sale of Uquors. ‘This 
would in itseif make all licen-es issued under 
the present alleged erdinance null and void. 


CHEATING THE PUBLIC, 


Under ordinary circumstances the Supreme 
Court migbt not give much weigbt to this mere 
tecbnoilcal tlaw in che ordinance and might evea 
pronounce it immaterial were it set up asa 
claim against the payment of a license. But 
under preseut circumstances, the Mayor and 
the Council are eugared in the attempt to cheat 
the public out of the benefits expectea from the 
immediate enforcement of the Higb-License 
law, and out of the protection whieh a faithful 
execution of time-bonored legisiation would 
give egainst the abuse of the liquor-selling 
privilege. 

f THE SUPREME COURT. 

Nor does the fact that the Harper law ap- 
parenotiy bas only effect on the licenses issued 
after July 1 make it so sure that it does not re- 

uire every man keeping a dram-shop after 
Jaiy 1 to pay a license-fee in conformity with 
the new law or lose hie license. TAs Turnus 
bas already givenanumber of Supreme Court 
decisions contirming the power of the Legisia- 
ture toimpose additional conditions on licensees 
under ite acts. The pojice power of the State, 
the exercise of which is primarily vested in the 
Legisiature, seems, indeed, to be unlimited, es- 
pecially in regard to the restraint of the liquor- 
traffic. Oooley expresses himselt in bis work on 
Constitutional mitatlons,“ where he treats 
of statutes regarding 9 sale of liquors in the 
foliowing language: “ Perhaps there is no in- 
stance in which the power of ine Legislature to 
make sucb regulations as may destroy the value 
of property without compensation to the owner 
appears in a more striking light than in the case 
of these statutes. The trade in alcoholic drinks 


being lawful, and the capital 1 in it 


being fully protected by law, tne Legislature 
then stepsin, and, by an enactment based on 
general reasons of pubiic utility, annihilates 
the traffic, destroys altogether the employment, 
and reduces to a nominal value the property on 
hand. Even the keeping of that. for the pur- 

ot sale becomes a criminal offense, and, 
without any change whatever in his own con- 
duct or employment, the merchant of yesterday 
becomes the criminal of today, and the very 
building in which he lives and .conducts the 
business which to that moment was 
lawful becomes the subject of legal 

1 if the statute shall so declare, and 
2 le to be proceeded agalust for a forfeiture. 
A statute which can do tbis must be justitied 
u the highest reasons of public benetit, but 
whether satisfactory or not, the reasons address 
themselves exciusively to the Legislative wis- 
dom.” (Cooley, 721.) 

These words, based on acareful study of the 
highest judicial authorities on the subject, show 
that the power to regulate and restrain the liq- 
vor traffic as vested in the Legisiature is un- 
pounded and cannot be interferred with by the 
cuurts. 

ANOTHER DECISION. 

It is held by some that the Harper Dill 
amounts to a revocation of all liceuses issued 
prior to July 1 and not in conformity to its 
terms. This would be an equitabie view of the 
case, since it would be unjust to exact a highes 
price for the same privilege after a given date 
than that — by others enjoying the 
same riviiege. lh Treaman ves. Chi- 
cago, 8 III. 45. the Supreme Court 
held: “The fact that certain persons were 
engaged in a particular kind of business in a 
given locality at the time of the adoption of an 
ordinance would vot autborize the municipal 
corporation, by such ordinance, to permit suca 

rsons to continue their business, while it pro- 
hibited others from engaging in the same busi- 
ness in the same locality.” 

This principle is easily applicable to the ques- 
tion under discussion, and would lead to the con- 
clusion that when the Harper bill is in force 
every dramshop- keeper will have to get a license 
complying With its terms. 

A SUPPOSITTON. 
the Legislature, instead of raisin 
antl 2 he should have limited it to say $25, 
and our saloonkeepers bad April 1 obtained ii- 
censes for $103, Would they not all clamor for 
the refunding of the amount paid in excess of 
the amount tixed by the Legislature to be the 
maximum fee after July 1?

THE MAN OF THE FUTURE. 


Remarkable Deductions from Accom- 


plished Facts—A Forbidding Propn- 

ecy. ~* 

(Nineteenth Century.J—The man of the future 
—that mysterious being who will look back 
acrossadim guif\of time upon tmporfect bu- 
manity of the nineteenth century with just 
such kindly and half-increduluus scorn as we 
now COndescend to bestow upon our club- wield- 
ing ape-iike ancestors—will be a toothless, 
hairless, slow-limbed animal, incapable of ex- 
tended locometion. His feet will have no di- 
vision between the toes. He will be very averse 
to fighting, and will maintain his position in the 
foremost files of tie to come solely upon the 
strength of one or two convolutions in his brain. 
This may seem to be poor prophecy; but it dif- 
fers from most prophecies in being a mere logi- 
cal deduction from accomplished facts. 

The different parts of the human frame as it 
exists now have been evolved or modified by 
the action of the two great principles that have 
always regulated the development of species, 
Every organ and every oruament that man pos- 
sesses has been acquired by natural or sexual 
selection, and when either of the forces is 
weakened or removed, or when the necessity 
for such organs or ornaments ig no longer sulffi- 
clent to counterbalance the loss of the power 
employed in their production then they com- 
mence atonceto disappear. This is the case 
with human teeth. »The early ancestors of man 
were furnished, as the male gorilla is today, 
with magnificent grinding teeth for crushing 
hard fruit, and huge canines for fighting with 
other males for the possession of the females. 
A trace of this remains in the more 
powerful dentition of savage races, who stand a 
sbort distance nearer to our common ape-like 
ancestors. Civilized human beings, on the other 
band, bave absolutely no use for canine teeth, 
which are therefore found to be small in propor- 
tion to the civilization of their possessors: and, 
for the rest of the teeth, they are eminently un- 
suited for the work they haveto perform. This 
is sufficiently plain from thelr decay and the ar- 
tificial means which have to De employed in or- 
der to retain them even to maturity. The so- 
called * wisdom teeth are even now belng lost. 
They are the last to appear — the first to go, 
and even while we have thém they are usem- 
ployed. The rest will probably follow them two 
at a timo, and their places will be supplied, no 
doubt, by a hardening of the gums, which caa- 
not fall to be incomparably wore convenient 
and suitable to the viands of lite. 

Long hair, beard, mustagpe, and whiskers are 
all sexual ornaments acg@red hy man to charm 
and aliure the opposit sex, just as the canine 
teeth were acquired to fight for a similar pur- 
pose. Hut neither is sexual selection so power- 
ful now, nor are these hairy ornaments go im- 

ortant as they used to „ Marriage is no 

nger settied by the strength or magnificent 
bairiness of the suitor. Wealth will cover the 
bald head; intellect is more valued than whis- 
kers, and the length of rent-roli counterbal- 
ances the shortness of a board. A woman, too, 
who has but a scanty supply of that ancient 
“pride of a woman”—long hair—can eke it put 
by fraud and art, nor need she go unwedded on 
thai account. Neither men nor women. there- 
fore, who bappen to be ili-furnished with hair 
are now as formerly bandicapped in the race of 
life, and unlikely to leave children to la- 
herit their defects. On the other band, they 
gain a distinct advantage at the outset in- 
asmucoh as no vital force is in thelr case 
wasted jin the production of useless 
ornaments. There is, noreover, a mysterious 
jaw of correlation of growth between the bair 
and teeth. Torougpout the animal world strong 
and juxuriant hair is accompanied by regular 
and durable teeth: and a bairiess breed of d 
exists whivb is equaliy couspicuous for the a 
seace or its teeth. ence it migbt have n 
expected that civilization would effect the hair 
as much as the teeth, and intalltbiy tead to sup- 
press all hirsute adoroweuts as not being suf- 
ciently necessary to the Welfare of the indi- 
vidual to repay the cost of their production. 
Experience cunfirms this view; fag, as the teeth 
are small, soon lost, and two of mat least 
capricious in appearance, so bald beads lu the 
prime of tife, smooth cheeks and beardiess 
chins among men, and women conspicuous for 
their absence of natural locks, arg common in 
civilized countries; while Bava tribes, who 
have wore lately left, or still remain in that 
state of society in which individual strength 
and social ornament are demanded by the prin- 
ctples of natural and sexual intercourse, have 
stronger teeth aud retain more of weir original 
weulth of hair. 

W ith respect to his locomotive limbs, civilized 
man has iost sume faculties and is losing others. 
The prehensile power of the great toe, inber- 
ited from our ape-like aneestor, and still ob- 
vious in the human embryo, ig retained in part 
by savage races; but of necessity lost by those 
buman beings who babituaily inclose their feet 
in the boots and sboes of civilized life. Indeed, 
the separation of the five toes under such cir- 
cumstances is vo longer necessary, and will note 
permanently survive. Already the percentages 
of persons who have two’ or more of their toes 
united throughout the entire length is surpris- 
ingly large. 

In that pa ticular form of 1 — again, 
which enables men to travel lOng distances on 
fout, the savage is, as was to be expected, im- 
mensely superior to bis civilized brother. And in- 
creased facilities of artificial locomotion, by ren- 
dering the use by the latter of bis lower limbs 
more and more unnecessary, will reduce them 
in time toa comparatively rudimentgry condi- 
tion. Finally, the readiness of ourSiucestors, 
and of our savage contemporaries, to ight with 
one another igno longer profitable, but absolute- 
ly pernicious, the struggle for civilized exist- 
ence. There is no necessity nowadays for fre- 
quent personal combats and struggies of life 
and death. On the coutrary,a man who is vio- 
lent and pugnacious will, as a general rule, be 
more often imprisoned or slain in the prime of 
life than his more pacific neighbors and will 
therefore leave fewer childreu to inherit bis 
fighting spirit. Thus the constant process of 
elimination of combative men will continue, 
without any compensating advantage in the 
struggle for existence arising as beretofore 
frown success as a warrior. The man of the 
future. thérefore, will not only be tootbless, but 
paldbeaded and luca pable of extended locomo- 
uon with bis imperfectly developed feet, but he 
Will also be particularly averse to .engaging in 
personal conflict, a lover of peace at any price.

They were almost speechless from ter- 
ror, but ran back towurds their home and gave 
the alarm. Meantime the daring villain dragged 
the young lady by the hair of the bead across the 
lot to an Alley, at thesame time tearing ber entire 
dress in sbreds. He stuffed a bandkercbief in 
her mouth, and would no doubt have murdered 
ber but for the arrival of several gentiemen 
summoned by her friends’ sereams for assist- 
ance. The negro made his escape. Miss Snyder 
was found lying senseless, with the blood 
streaming from a gash over her right eye. 
Early this morning Coarles Durham, colored, 
was arrested and identified by Miss Snyder as 
the mun who assaulted her.

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The Ohio River War on Freight Ra 
to Be Settled at Cincinnati 
Next Monday. 


Text of Commissioner Gray’s Report 
Containing Many Important 
Recommendations. 


The Basis upon Which the Ohio River 
War Is to Be Settled at the Meeting 


The meeting of the representatives of the 
roads and fast-freight lines between Chicago 
and Ohio River points and Green Line points 
to be held iu Oinoinna ti next Monday is looxed 
forward to with much interest by those engaged 
in the Ohio River business, lf the meeting does 
not succeed in harmonizing the conflicting in- 
terests ot the various roads and effecting some 
arrangement by which rates can be restored and 
maintained hereafter much loss will result to 
the Ohio River roads. The rates on some of 
the articles are already down to  bot- 
tom figures, and a failure next Mon- 
day to end the war will make matters 
even worse thag they are nor. The 
statement of a prominent joficial of the 
Louisville, New Albany & Chicago Road, 
published in yesterday’s TarsuneE, is seriously 
criticised by the competitors of that road, who 
claim that the gentleman has misrepresented 
facts in order to piace his woad in a favorable 


TRIBUNE has been furnished with a report by 
Mr. D. S. Gray, who was appointed Commis- 
sioner by the various lines interested in this 
business to consider divisions of north and south 
traffic, ana which was submitted to the meeting 
held in Cincinnati last week, but which bas not 
heretofore been given out for publiea uon, not 
being intended for the general public. Mr. 
ag previous to submitting the report, made 
the follo surprising remarks: 

* Since 1 undertook this task at your solicita- 
tion, the infofmatdon bas been volun 
me from several sources that no good wou 
come or the undertaking; that no suggestions 
or recommendadons could be made that would 
be adopted; chat it was aforegone conclusion 
that there must be war—biood-letting, so to 
speak—whbich means io railroad government a 
throwlug away of revenue; and it would appear 
from the accounts we have of the work tis 
now going on iu Chicago and elsewhere that this 
revenue blood-letting has begun. 
lt may be vou gentiemen 
bave determined to work out 
your own saivation independently of each other. 
If so, it may be quite as well for your peace of 
mind, certainjy in accord with the proprieties, 

the suggestions and recommendations 1 
have to advance and the statistics I have worked 
up be not presented. It is for you to decide 
whether under the circumstances the reading of 
the report be proceeded with.” On motiona 
resoludioa was adopted asking for the presenta- 
tion of the report. 

Mr. Gray’s report after, some liminary re- 
marks, states that if all the south- bound treight 
originated at or was forced to pass through 
Chicago, the satisfactory division of it 
and the protection of revenue of 
the roads would be a comparatively easy 
probiem; but freight from the West and 
Northwest could flank that city by a number 
of routes, and strike the north and south 
roads between Chicago and Ohio River pool 
points, and avoid any controlling influence of 
the pool now in existence. He (Mr. Gray) is of 
the opinion that it is not practicable at the 
present time to bring these cross-lines into a 
— arrangement, and that, in order to get a 
tungibie basis for a permanent and protitabie 
pool, the present negotiations should be con- 
fined between the roads now in the pool.

OLD BONES, 


Relics That May Have Something to 
Do with the "eund-Baliders. 

REDFIELD, Dak., June 18.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}]—One week ago several parties, 
when on Sec. 35, Town 116, range 64,.which 16 
tour-and-a-halt miles south of this place, dis- 
covered an old fort, whien occupied nearly two 
acres, and from which nearly 200 human skulis 
have deen exhumed, 

On an elevation of ground nearly 150 feet 
higher than the surrounding country, and at a 
distance of one-half a mile west of the Chicago 
& Northwestern Railroad, is a fort, nearly round, 


the means of defense for some tribe which 
was eventually overpowered and massacred. 
This earthwork was thrown up with a ditch 
either side, at one time three feet wide and of 
the same depth. Ata point at the south there 
is an opening. and the intrenchments were dug 
about twenty feet to aguicbd mat led to a smail 
lake a quarter of a mile distant. The buman 
skulls were found at the western side of the 
fort, and the mystery cannot be solved by any 
ove. lu a space of tur@e feet deep by eighteen 
inches square there were over a dozen skuiis 
found, as if they were thrown in together. No 
other bones were found near, and the ouly solu- 
tion is that the party was masssered and left 
where they fell until the wotves bad picked the 
bones, when they were picked up and buried in 
one grave. 

There are three theories advanced: First, it 
‘is stated that @ party of nearly 700 or start- 
ed from Soutbeta Wiscunsin, and befure they 
reached the Missouri River were met by the 
savages, and many were massacred and the sur- 
vivors turned back into Miunesota. 

Second—From the skulls one would judge the 
pene were taken prisoners and slaughtered.

THOSE STEERS, 


THE STAMPEDE THROUGH TUE'STREETS AND 
THE SLAUGHTER—NOBODY HURT. 

A TRIBUNE reporter detailed to look up some- 
thing additional In the wild stampede of Texas 
cattle Wednesday found that the casualties, so 
far as the police were able to learn, were very 
few, and the fears of the ownersof the cattle 
were considerably allayed. In fact, there were 
but two authentic cases in which any injury 
was done, one of these being that of a boy 
named Buchs, of 601 South Jefferson street, who 
was knocked down by one of the steers and in- 
ejured about the leg. The other case was that of a 
man in the West Twell(th street district who had 
one of bis hands badly lacerated by the horn of 
one of the crazy uulmals. 

At the time of the stampede about 100 head of 
cattle were being driven from the’ Stock- Yards 
to the siaughter-bouses- of Messrs, Libby, Me- 
Neil & Libby, when between thirty and forty of 
them suddenly left the body of the drove and 
scattered m every direcdon. The men who 
were driving them immediately started in pur- 
suit, but a crowd of people in trying to head 
of the rs drove them wild by throwing 
stones a em and shouting, and they broke 
away entirely from the herders. George 
Sweeney, one of the firm’s cattig-drivers, had 
started out to meet the drove, upon learn- 
ing bow matters stood he armed himself with a 
Winchester rifle, and while the other drivers 
were exerting themselves in keeping the 
rest of the drove under control 
he started in pursuit of the 
crazy cattle. He caught up with some strag- 
giing remnants of the drove in the vicinity of 
South Park avenue and Thirtieth street, where 
de killed two of them. In a long chase down 
Wentwerth avenue be killed nine, and around 
the A five others, making sixteen 
In all. 

While a portion of the drove dashed to the 
east, by far the greater crossed the south 
Branch, and with lowered heads and tails erect. 
went charging through the streets of the South- 
west division of the city, making vicivus runs at 
any one who might stand in their way. It was 
not long before me officers in charge of the Hin- 
man and West Tweifth Street Stations began to

Officer 
Fox, of the patrol, shot fourpf the Stasts at the 
corner of Halsted and Meagher streets, where 
they stood at bay while the streets were clear for 
a block around. mer Dunn found one of the 
crazy steers at the corner of Morgan and Max- 
well and dispatebed it. Omoer O'Halioran 
killed one at the corner of Harrison an Horgau, 
and another at the corner of Twelfth and Mor- 
gun streets. Both were killed by shots trom bie 
revolver. Officer Fitzgerald killed one at the 
corner of Fourteenth street and Stewart avenue, 
and some citizens dispatched auocher at the cor- 
ner of Blue Island and Centre ayenues. This 
one, strangely enough, was hack into steaks 
and pieces to boil by the thrifty citizens of that 
neighboshoud, who no doubt thought they were 
entitied to it for the scare it bad given them.

THE EXPOSITION. 


THE ENGIN@TERS AND MASTER MECHANICS 
HAVE A LOVE FEAST-—IMMENSE CROWDS 
IN ATTENDANCE. - 

The attendance at the Exposition yesterday 
was fully up to the expectations of the Commis- 
sioners, there beui an almbst ceaseless inpour 
of visitors from 10 o'clock in the forenoon until 
within a short time of closing.‘ In the evening 4 
parade and reception took place in which the 
veteran engineers and master mechanics took 
the leading parts. At7o’clock the locomotive 
engineers met the master meé¢hanics at the Le- 
land Hotel, and a procession was formed in the 
following order: Exposition band, Exposition 
policemen, engineers according to age, master 
mecbanics, exbibiters, Commissioners, eto. The 
procession marched to the Exposition, thea 
through the maf avenues of the building and 
annexes, fioally drawing up at a platform 
in the open annex, where all the old engines 
were placed in a row, “ Puffiog Billy” at the 
head. Commissioners Peters, Adams, and Hill, 
Messrs. Lockwood, Jeffreys, Pickerell, and Mo- 
Alister, and about ten of the veteran engineers 
oceu pied seats on the platform. o audience 
numbered about 1,000. The p ings were 
opened witb Auld Lang Syne” by the band 
and an introductory address by Mr. Adams, who 
conciuded by calling on Mr. G. D. Peters, the 
English Cotimissioner, from Lonfion, England, 
to address the meeting. Mr. Peters detailed the 
rise and progress of che steam engine as con- 
pected with the personal history of George 
Stephenson. Stephenson, be said, was a poor 

itman working in the Killingworth Collieries in 

England when be thougbt and worked out the 

robiem of. steam as a motive power. 
je detailed the experience of Stephenson, 
the long years of patient labo: before 
he could get any one to believe in the possibili- 
ty of asteam locomotive; then bow Edward 

Pease, of Darlington, took it up ana belped bim 

on; bow he taught himself: to read and write; 

how he produced the fire-damp safety lamp; 
how be built the fret engine, now here on view; 
bow tracks came to be laid down; the trouble to 
geta bill through the Engtish Parliament; the 
opposition of the press; the gradual progress 
and triumpbant end when Stephenson at last 
became the lion of the age, and honors showered 
upon him in quick succession. He described 

the first passenger carriages, which carried a 

guard on the roof to look out tor obstructions 

on the track; then how the system spread until 
very soon Engiand was a network of railways. 

Great Britain had spent £700,000,000 

on railway construction witbin the 

memory of the people on the platform

THE LA PARLE CASE, 
A REDUCTION OF BAIL REFUSED. 
The trial of Walter La Patie, who is indicted 


4 for tne robbery of Mrs. Florence Heath, was 


commenced yesterday morning before Judge 
Jameson in the Criminal Courton a motion to 
reduce bail. During the afternoon of the d of 
March Mrs. Heath, whois the daughter-in-law 
of ex-Mayor Heath, was walking on Warren av- 
enue, near obey street, accompanied by Mrs. 
Saran Hamiiton, her mother, when she was ac- 
costed by one of two men, who tried to snatch a 
satchel which was hanging on ber arm. The 
lady grabbed the man, and he struck der two 
vicious biows in the face, the second rendering 
her insensible. La Parie, who is the son of re- 
spectable parents, but who bears a rather un- 
savory reputation, was arrested as the cul- 
prit, and Mrs. Heath and Mrs. Hamilton 
fully identified bim as the thief. Yesterday 
Mrs. Heath gave her testimony, and the trial of 
the case was then post poued until 8 o'clock last 
evening, when the taking of testimony was re- 
snined, and Mrs. Hamilton and Mrs. Aunie Car- 
roll, of No. 186 Park avenue, who also saw the 
robbery, fully identified the prisoner as the 
thief. Officers Dillon and Need detailed the 
manner of his arrest. The defense endeavored 
to prove a case of mistaken identity by a num- 
ber ot boys who were piaying upon an opposit 
corner from wbere the robbery occurred, and 
some of whom Were positive that La Parie was 
not the man. There were also several wit- 
nesses to prove an alibi, among whom 
was a barkeeper. who swore that between 2 and 
3 o'clock, about the time when the robbery oc- 
curred, La Purie was drinking ia a saloon cor- 
nerof Van Buren and Clark streets. Another 
man named Foreman testified that he met La 
Parie at West Madison and Clinton streets at 
3:30 o'clock that afternoon, and that they walked 
to Halsted street. where they took a giass of 
beer. The defendant took the stand in his own 
behalf and endeavored to show that he was pot 
in the locality where the robvery occurred dur- 
ing that day, and that be did not bear of it until 
6:30 o'clock that evening when he returned 
home. He was now working’ as a bag- 
gageman on the Northwestern Raliréad. It 
was nearly midnight before the taking of 
evidence was concluded. when the court held 
that be hadadutyto perform. He compared 
this inquiry with a babeas corpus proceeding, 
and thought that the testimony of the witnesses 
for the prosecution should be considered, and 
that the boys who testified seemed to have con- 
ferred together, or been coached, and had 
agreed upon a story. The case should goto a 
jury, us it was not improbable that the young 
man was guilty of acrime, since he had fre- 
quented ‘iow localities and saloons. The motion 
was intended to effect a discharge of the prison- 
er, but the court refu ed to consider it or reduce 
the bai), which is now fixed at $5,000. There is 
still another indictment against the same de- 
feudant upon a similar charge.

June 21.—The dissatisfaction 
among the wall guards over the reduction of 
salaries has increased to such a degree that most 
of those reduced bave resigned. Warden Mc-

“The Warden recently gave notice,” 
said the Chief Cierk, “that after July 1 wall 
xuards would be allowed the pay of super- 
numeraries—viz.: $35 per month, the maximum 
salary paid that class of sentinels.

FINANCIAL, 


A fair degree of activity was reported iu the 
local mdney market yesterday. The offerings 
of loaffabie funds are large, and the market is 
easy at 5%@6 per cent, some loans being at 5. 
Board of Trade people and business men gen- 
erally having, good collaterals have no difficulty in 
obtaining money at the current rates. Bankers 
say present indications are that they will have 
a lot of idie money on their hands, and rates will 
probably be easy nearly all summer. Country 
orders for currency continued light. 

The local bank clearings yesterday aggregated 
$2,500,000, being $100,000 less than Wednesday. 

Exchange on New York continues weak, seil- 
ing quite freely yesterday at par, the quotation 
ranging trom par to 25c discount per $1,000. 

Foreign exchange continues weak, and Eu- 
glish documentary was quoted lower. A iarge 
amount of bills are being drawn against ship- 
ments of lard to Europe. One bank made about 
$200,000 of exchange Wednesday against ex ports 
to Germany, d known bills made at other 
banks bring up the total to $350,000, which is 
probably under the actual figures. Considera- 
bie exchange was made yesterday. Posted 
rates on sterling were quoted at 40% and 489, 
with actual rates at 4%5 and 488%. English doc- 
umentary at 482\4@482¥ for sixty days and 486@ 
— for three days. French documentary quoted 

at 521% and 518%, and German do at Anl. 
Bankers’ marks at 95‘, for sixty days and 9% 
sight, and bangers’ francs at 51744 for sixty days 
and 515 sight. 

The amount of money put upin margins on 
Board of Trade transactions is estimated to ex- 
ceed $4,000,000, 

The Rumor Committee, not satisfied with try- 
ing to break everybody in Chicago, started 
stories yesterday affecting the standing of some 
of the banks.

COMMERCIAL. 

The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday and less unsteady, but far from be- 
ing settled. They started in stronger, but the 
strength did not last. Provisions fell back to 
about first principles, and grain closed lower, 
except rye, the market not being sustained as 
expected, though there was a fair volume of 
buying orders. But the orders to sell grain 
were in excess of those on the other side. There 
were rumors of failures in New York, and of 
financial troubles nearer home,which involved a 
good deal of talking, but led to less trading. It 
is significant that there was little of calling for 
marging in the morning, either because there 
were no more to dall, or for the reason 
that most people thought there is no 
further occasion for troubling their cémpanions 
in the trade. This was a healthy sign, and the 
crowd breathed easier, but there was less de- 
mand, as tne great bulk of the shorts had been 
already filied, and the longs were not particular- 
ly anxious to increase their load just now. 
There was, however, a good shipping demand 
for lard, and some of that sold for July, on ac- 
count of the banks, was changed over into June 
for the vonvenience of exporters, at even prices. 
There were also foreign orders for wheat, but 
limited rather low. On the afternoon cali the 
market was stronger. July pork sold up l0@12\%c 
to $17.00. July lard was ic higher, and August 
ribs 50 higher. Another lot of 2,500 tes was 
taken in the afternoon for export, 

Provisions were less active, and again irregru- 
lar, but averaged stronger. Pork advanced Wo, 
receded 176, again improved 2c, and feil off at 
the close of Change to about the latest prices 
of Wednesday, being $16.87% bid for July and 
$17.00 bid for August. Lard advanced We, but 
weakened 25c¢, closing tame at $9.65 bid for July 
and $9.85 bid for August. Short ribs closed un- 
changed, at $8.40 for July and $8.50 for Aug ust 
after having sold up We. The British markets 
were stronger, and hogs here were a shade firm- 
er, but there was not much speculative demand 
for stuff, and less offered for sale. The chief 
feature of the market wad an active inquiry for 
shipment. Canadian buyers took some 3,000 bris 
pork, intended to be sent to the lumber re- 
gion a little later in the season. Export 
buyers took all the lard that was lying arouud 
loose, and there was a good inquiry for meats. 
There were afew good buying orders from the 
country for futures. mostly limited te $17.00 or 
less for August pork, and some for lard. The 
East was doing better in a speculative way, the 
feeling on the seaboard being a very uncertain 
one. 

Flour was very dull, there being only about 
three sales reported. Buyers were holding out 
for concessions, while holders were asking about 
previous prices, with not muchonsale. Bran 
and other coarse milistuffs were dull and easy; 
bran sold at $10.00@10.25, with $10.50 for choice. 

Wheat was less active and easier, It advanced 
„ early in the day, but declined 2%c, and 
clésed 1\c below the latest prices of Wednesday 
ate1.05% bid tor July and 61.07% for August, 
with September at $1.09'g. The British markets 
were called dull, but operators started in stroug 
ou the theory of a reaction after the storm. 
But there was not much demand and prices ro- 
cefed, with larger offerings than had been ex- 
petted. Some news from bottom wheat-fleids 
indicated better harvest prospects, some claim- 
ing a good two-thirds crop where less than one- 
half had been predicted, and New York is op- 
pressed by fears of trouble on the seaboard.

Judge Cowing’s Reasons for Not Sus- 
pending Sentence—Taken to 
Blackwell’s Island. 


(New York Herald, June 20.}—Jonn Devoy, the 
editor of the Irish Nation, was yesterday sen- 
tenced by Judge Cowing, in the Court of Gener- 
al Sessions, to sixty days’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for the libel written and published 
by him against the character of August Be'- 
mont, the weli-koown banker, whom he had ac- 
cused of wrongfully withheiding from the [rish 
people money intrusted to him as a banker for 
transmission to certain revolutionists in Ire- 
land. The court-room was crowded with Irish 
Nationalists, politicians, lawyers, and down-town 
business-men. John J. Breslin and Stephen J. 
Mean sat, as usual. behind Mr. Devoy, who was 
flanked by his lawyers, Col. Spencer and ex- 
Assemblyman Costello. After the usual pre- 
liminaries of opening the. court, Assistant Dis- 
ey" Attorney Fellows arose and said?

The Clerk of the court asked the prisoner if 
he had anything to ety why sentence should not 
be pronounced, an r. Devoy advanced to the 


ar. His manner was perfectiy calm, and he 
stood in av easy, natural attitude. 


MR. DEVOY DEFINES HIS POSITION, 


Speaking in loud, firm tones he addressed 
Judge Cowing as follows: “Your Honor, I 
would like to say a few words before you pass 
sentence, so that my position may be clearly un- 
derstood. In tne Urst place i will thank the 
jury for their recommendation to the extreme 
clemency of the court. With the case as pre- 
sented to them by the very able lawyers who 
conducted the prosecution, with the law as laid 
down to them by the court, I do not think they 
could du ahythimg else, and | am perfectly sat- 
istied with their verdict. That verdict, coupled 
with the récommendation to mercy, simply 
means the finding me guilty of the techuical 
breach of the law, and it entirely disposes of the 
question of malice upon which so much 
stress was laid by the prosecution 
and by the court. With regard to the prosecu- 
tion | have no fault to find. The very abie 
speech of Mr. Fellows in summing up the evi- 
dence was such that almost no jury qpuld re- 
sist it, and the case, as stated by the court, ieft 
the jury no option but to fad me guilty of a 
breach of the law. 

“] must take the liberty of saying that, in my 
humble judgment, if the law is as laid down by 
the court no newspaper mau in the United 
States is safe, and no comment on any blic 
official or public man is permissible. 

“I took the liberty of objecting at the opening 
of these proceedings to being tried by your 
Honor. 1 did that with all respect; and, now 
that the trial is over, | will say that, while I do 
not charge deliberate La ipa 1 still think 
that the charge shows that your Honor had al- 
ready made up your mind and nad clearly con- 
ceived ideas about my gullt before this trial 
opened; and although your intention was to be 
fair, | would have received a fairer trial before 
a Judge who had not tried the case before. 

“A great deal of stress had been laid by the 
prosecution upon the vindicating of Mr. Bel- 
mont. It is the law that had to be vindicated in 
this trial and not Mr. Belmont. The gentlemen 
who conducted the prosecution were doing it on 
the part of the people. and, to a mere layman 
like me, it seemed a great deal out of place tnat 
the sole object of the prosecution seemed to be 
the vindication of Mr. Belmont. I claim that 
this verdict bas not vindicated Mr. Belmont; it 
bas simply vindicated the law and shown that 
I was less careful in writing than I would have 
been had I known the law better. It has left 
Mr. Belmont, with regard to this fund, stand- 
ing exactly where he stood before these s 
ceedings began. It does not prevent me from 
discharging any duty either as a public jour- 
nalist or as an Irish Nationalist, which Mr. Bel- 
mont's conduct may demand of me. 


NO FAVORS ASKED. 


Lask no favors from Mr. Belmont; I owe 
nothing to bim, and | hope chat whatever your 
Honor does will be in consequence of the mer- 
its of the case and upon the action of the jury, 
and not upon the recommendation made by Mr. 
Belmout’s counset at the close of the proceed- 
ings. I still ho Mr. Belmont responsible. 
Whether legally or not, [bold him meraily re- 
sponsible for the loss of that money—Tesponsi- 
ble today to the Irish people, just as much as 
when John O'Mahoney went to his grave—and 
any action that may be necessary to be taken in 
the future I will not feel deterred from taking 
to get that money restored. In writing this 
article | was actuated by no malice. I was 
actuated by no other motive than what I swore 
to in the course of my evidence. I have no re- 
grets with respect to the articie except that the 
language was not more careful. | make these 
remarks in order to state my position clearly. 
I have nothing to take back in connection with 
the whole matter. That is all | bave to say.” 

SENTENCE PRONOUNCED, 

Judge Cowing nodded in recognidon of the 
last words, and then said in a low, clear voice: 
John Devoy, a jury of your own selection has, 
aftera careful consideration of your case and 
of the evidence pro and con, found you guilty 
of having. without justification or excuse, pub- 
lished a malicious libel against Mr. Belmont. 1 
am sure that the compliment which you have 
paid to the jury is a just one; it was an intelili- 
gent jury, and the very winding up of their ver- 
dict, in which they recommend you to the ex- 
treme mercy of the law. shows that they were 
not actuatea by any feelings of malice toward 
you. They had no other consideration than to 
give you a fair trial. 

„One of the objects of punishing crime is to 
deter others from the commission of it, and I 
cannot be made a party to making this trial 
a farce by suspending judgment. 1 do not 
think it would be proper. No one holds 
higher than 1 do the freedom of the 
press and freedom of speech. Both of 
them belong to the genius of our institutions. 
They should be held in the highest esteem. But 
that does not mean liberty unrestrained by law; 
it does not mean unbridied liberty. I want to 
gay to you that the sentence which is to be im- 
posed is what I consider fair after a nice consid- 
anon, and I simply desire to punish what the 
law requires to be punished. The sentence of 
the court is that tyou be imprisoned in the peni- 
tentiary fora period of sixty days.“ 

Mr. Devoy Was then escorted by one ot the 
court officers inte the prisoners’ box, where he 
was shaken by the band by dozens of friends. 
He said he was perfectly satisfied to go to prison. 
From the court he was taken to the Tombs, and 
from there he was sent to the penitentiary on 
Blackwell's Island. 


IN PRISON DRESS. 


Wher he reached the peniteutiary he was sent 
to the barber's shop, where he had a bath and 
bis height and weight were ascertained. in ac- 
cordance with the usual custom as regards 
short-term prisoners, be was allowed to re- 
tain his beard and his hair was net cut. Ou 
leaving the bath, however, he 
obliged to assume the prison uniform, 
u shirt and trousers of coarse canvas, striped 
alternately in blue and white. He was assigoed 
n cell on one of the upper tiers in the northeast 
corner of the building. Like all the other cells, 
it is windowless and opens on the corridor by an 
iron gate. The oniy article in the nature of fur- 
niture it contains is a hammock. Today Mr. 
Devoy is to be sent to work in the brush room. 

JOHN DEVOY’S CAREER. 

John Devoy was born in Kildare, Ireland, in 
September, 1542, but was Aaken to Dublin in bis 
sixth year, his father becoming the Superia- 
tendent of Watkins’ brewery in that city. He 
was educated in the Mariborough Street Na- 
tuonal Schoel—the experimental public school 
of lreland—and afterward attended svecial 
lecture courses of the Royal Dublin Society. in 
1861 be went to Frence and joined the Foreign 
Legion, with which hs saw about eighteen 
months’ service in Algiers. About the end of 
1862 he took tne opportunity of a reduction of 
the numbers of the legion to return to Ireland. 
This was the riod of the Mason and Slidell 
difficulty, an the Fenians, with whom 

voy had been identitied even before 
oing to France, were preparing for an 
neurrection in case Eugland and the United 
States went to war, Devoy entered into the 
revolutionary movement with redoubied vigor. 
His business brought him into the neighborhood 
of the Curragh camp, in Kildare. and be swore 
many British soldiers of Irish nationality into 
the conspiracy, and he was finally made chief of 
the jlitary branch of the orgunization by 
James Stephens. in February, 1566, he was ar- 
rested under the suspension of the Habeas Cor- 
pus act, but in February, 1567, he was brought to 
trial and sentenced to tifteen years’ pena! serv- 
itude for treason-feiony. He was released in 
1871 on condition of residing out of Great Britain 
for ten years. He then came to New York and 
engaged in journalism. In the fall of 1881 he 
started the Irish Nation, in which the libellous 
article was published. He bas always remained 
a very active Irish nationalist, and is the origi- 
nator of the well-known “new departure” 
licy, by which a certain degree of harmony 
tween parliamentary agitation and the revo- 
lutionary pasty has been brought about.

STHE NEW TARIFF, COMING INTO EFFECT 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 21.—Importers are 
beginning to concern themselves as to the ex- 
act hour when the new tariff will go into effect. 
The question involves the transition from the 
old law to the new, and the settlement definitly 
as to whether the goods July 1 are subject 
to the new tariff. The new law provides that all 
imported goods, wares, and merchandise which 
may bein the public stores or bonded ware- 
houses on that day and year when this act shall 
go into effect shall be subjected to no other 
duty upod the entry thereof than if the same 
were imported respectively after that day.

A SINGULAR GHOST STORY, 


Mother and Sou Driven Crazy by a Sup- 
posed*Visit from the Grave,

As soon as sue fixed her eyes on her son she 
burst into a violent fit of laughter, in which the 
son joined, and which lasted until both feli to 
the floor exhausted.

Young Herrick is not so violent, but arrange- 
ments are betug made for his removal to au asy- 
lum. Mrs. Moore was in a sinking condition 
this evening, and she will hardly live until mora- 
ing.”

FOLLY AND BLUNDER. 


France Going to War with China. 

Paris, June 13.— [Special to London Times,]— 
It seems clear that Prince Tudue will not be- 
have to France like au ally. It may, therefore, 
be foreseen that France will be drawn into seiz- 
ing on his provinees, and making Cochin China, 
Annam, and Tonquin a single conquest and col- 
ony. It cannot be supposed that Tuduc’s re- 
sistance will be protracted, and whenever 
France likes, Annam will be incorporated with 
Cochin China and Tonauin. Neither China nor 
any other Power will offer resistance, and Tu- 
duc's rule of thirty years will soon be at au end. 
Thus China will remain oo the defensive, the 
Totiquinese will be friendly to France, T uduc 
will be a prisouer or a fugitive, and France will 
become mistress of his whole Empire. 

Why France should embark in this conquest is 
aquestion more easily asked than answered. 
Franee does not increase in population, her 
emigration is inappreciable, and her artisan 
element is inadequate to the requirements of her 
increasing prosperity. Between Nice and Vua- 
lence there are 400,000 Piedmontese navvies, 
who make up for the lack of native hands. in 
Flanders there are Belgian workmen. In Paris 
all the nationalities throng to make up for the 
absence of French workmen. In Algeria and 
Tunis, Germans, Italians, and Maitese cover the 
soil. Nowhere, in short, is the French element 
ready to colonize and to diffuse French influence 
and ideas. France can at the most find arms to till 
ber soll and perform manual labor. Let in this 
state of things, with a stationary population and 
the absence of emigration, France is about to 
conquer an Indo-Chinese Empire, at a distance 
jntinitly greater than that of her splendid Atri- 
can colony, on an unproductive soll, and in a 
country little known. And this conquest she is 
about to make after having for twenty months 
left the small expeditionary column in Tonguin 
to its fate. 

No®ody can now tell the outcome of this ex- 
pedition, for the chance of events alone has 
dictated it. 

Wut advantage, too, will France derive from 
a colony thus conquered under the pressure of 
unexpected events, a colony having in itself uo 
resources, except from tillage—a kind of labor 
which will never tempt a French emigrant? 

Y et 5,000,000 francs have already been voted and, 
the laying of a cable between Saigon and Ton- 
guin, now seen to be imperative, Will alone ab- 
sorb this sum. Not 5,000,000, or 10,000,000, or 
perhaps 20,000,000 will suffice, and after spending 
them, after dispatching men, victuals, and muni- 
tions, people will perceive that Tonquin can 
benefit only rr nations, France reaping 
no fruits from such efforts and sacrifices. Ina 
year or two, indeed, a company may perhaps be 
got up for working the Tonquin mines; and after 
the shares have reached fabulous prices it will 
be found that Tonquin is nothing but an Indo- 
Chinese gult for capital. 


FORTHCOMING WAR BETWEEN FRANCE 
AND CHINA. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 21.—About war be- 
tween France and China, which may set China 
against Western civilization, ex-Minister 
George T. Seward, from China, says: 

„The sensitivéness of the Chinese is due to 
the fact that they fear the ultimate conse- 
quences of the establishment of a great Eu- 
ropean Power 80 near them. They know per- 
fectly well that the European countries have 
made great conquests upon their Continent. 
The Russians touch them on the north, the En- 
giish almost touch them on the west. Both na- 
tions have made conquests in Asia, and they do 
not like to see these conquests oe further.

IRELAND AND THE POPE. 


The Vatican Orders the Irish to Behave 
Themselves Towards Envland. 
Roux. June 13.—{Special to London Limes, }— 
The reprinting of the recent Papal Acts relat- 
ing to Ireland bas even more significance than 
was at first attributed to it. The publication, 
which is a kind of Pontifical Bluebook in quarto 
of twenty pages, and entitled, “De Rebus 
Hiberniw nuperrima Apostolicw Sedis Acta,” 
has been already dispatched, not only to all 
the Irish, but to all English-speaking Bishops 
throughout the British dominions and colonies, 
and likewise in the United States. Moreover, in 
order that a more general knowledge of these 
actsmay be spread, and people be enabled to 
judge fur themselves of the uniformly moderat- 
ing. spirit which has throughout inspired the 
present Pope with reference to the Irish agita- 
tion,a large number of copies, with English 
translations annexed, have been sent to the 
leading politicians and other public men in the 
— —— The distribution of these 
copies to laymen was, of course, outs 
vince of the Propaganda, but it 1 
417 and with the approbation of the 
The documents which the publication contains 
are five in number. The first three are letters 
writteu by Leo XIIL to Dr. McCabe, Cardinal 
Archbishop of Dublin, bear respectively the 
dates of Jan. 3. 1881, — 18, and Jan. 1. 
1883. The fourth. which is the earliest in point 
of date, is a circular from the sacred cougrega- 
tion of the Propaganda Fide to Dr. McGettigan,

of Ireland, dated June 1, 1480; — the fifth is 
the circular of the Lith of last month, sent by 
the Propaganda to the Bishops of Ireland.

Mr. and Mrs. Weber Are Finally Put 
Asunder and Removed from 
Public Gaze.

The Walsh-Witte Alleged Juary-Brib- 
ing Case Fails to Show Anything 
Wrong. 

The contempt case of Daniel A. Walsh and 
Frederick Witte came up again before Judge 
Gary yesterday morning. Walsh was the de- 
fendant in the case of McOreeny vs. Walsh and 
others, and Witte was a juror in the same case. 
After the verdict was rend rod ten of the jurors 
filed an affidavit charging tin their opinion 
Witte and John MeMahon, two of the jurors, 
had been tampered with by the defendant. 
Other affidavits were also filed going to snow that 
the defendant, Walsh, bad been seen treat ug 
Witte in a saloon on North Clark street while 


the trial was in 2 — Oa this showing a 
writ was issued on Walsh and Witte to show 
cause why they should not be punisbed for con- 
tempt, the one for tampering with a juror, the 
other for conduct up ing a juror. 
Yesterday the two defendants, e théir at- 
toruey, Judge Williams, came in and filed am- 
davits very strougly and specifically denying 
the charwes against m. Walsu said he 
stepped into a saloon on North Clark street at 
the instance of an old friend, John Schaefer, 
whom he bad not seen fora long time and sup- 
posed was drowned, and they had a drink to- 
gether. Walsh saw Witte re, but did not 
speak to him except to po the time 
of day, nor ask him drink, nor 
make any reference to the trial. Walsh also 
took occasion in his affidavit to give a cut at the 
plaintiff's attorney and at Conley, one of the 
urors who bad made an affidavit against him. 
itte in bis affidavit corroborated alsh, and 
also stated that McMahon, the other juror who 
had been accused of being tampered with, was 
at first in favor of awarding the plaintiffs in the 
case something, but not the full amount 
of their claim, but the other jurors 
browbeat him and called him vile names 
because Be did not agree with them until he be- 
came angry and refused to listen to any argu- 
ments at all. Conley acted in the jury-room 
rather asa hired agent of the complainants than 
as au impartial juror. 

The Judge said that on these affidavits the de- 
fendants had purged themselves of the alleged 
contempt, and he could do nothing but discharge 
them. Under the law the sworn affidavits of a 
defendant denying the facts was sulficient on a 
motion to show cause for contempt. If he heard 
any additional evidence it would do no good, and 
he would not sit as a moot court. 

Judge Williams said the whole matter was an 
outrage, and he wanted to show it. 

The Judge said he would not act as a white- 
wasber. 

Mr. McHugh saidhe expected to be able to 
show that Walsb, Schaefer, and Witte satin the 
saioon together upwards of half an hour. 

The Judge said he would not consider any 
facts unless he could actonthem. In — 2 
where there was a proceeding for contempt in 
violating an injunction or disobeying some order 
of court where the rights of the parties were in- 
volved, the court could ascertain what the facts 
were notwithstanding the denial of the defend- 
ant, but at law no act alleged to bave been com- 
mitted out of the presence of the court could 
be investigated in that way. 

Mr. McHugh—Bat isn’t this constructively in 
the presence of the court? 

The Judge—The court is not constructively in 
a lager-beer saloon. When it is there it goes 
there bodily. 

Mr. McHugh said Judge Moran had decided 
otherwise on the strength of a New Hampshire 
case, and inquired what chance there was for 
punishing jury bribery. 

The Judge said the Criminal Court was open. 
There was no use in acivil court doing what it 
had no right to do because the Criminal Court 
might be lax in the discharge of its duty. When 
adefendant denied the facts alleged against 
him that was the und of the matter so far as the 
contempt was concerned, but if he admitted the 
facts aud denied the intent the court could go 
on and jaguire into the intent, fora man must 
be presumed to intend the natural consequences 
of his acts. 

Judge Williams broke in again excitedly, say- 
ing the jurors in the case had utterly disregard- 
ed their duty and the law and the facts ot the 
case, and he wanted to show it. 

Mr. McHugb— Yes, two of them have. as we 
are try! to prove. 

Judge Williams said an outrage had been com- 
mitted on his cilents, and he coveted the fullest 
investigation and should offer no legal objection 
to an examination. 

Judge said parties could not by consent 
confer jurisdiction of asubject matter on a 
court, and he refused to bear any further argu- 
ments. The defendants, Walsh and Witte, were 
discharged. 


The Weber Divorce Case 
Sudden End. 

The divorce case of Ella P. Weber against 
John D. Weber came to a somewbat abrupt ter- 
mination yesterday morning before Judge 
Tuley. After a little unimportant testimony 
had been mtroduced on both sides, Mr. Rufus 
King,on behalf of the defendant, said he was 
willing to submit the case without argument. 

Mr. John Lyle King eaid he wanted to under- 
stand more clearly what the defendant proposed 
to do under his cross-bill charging his wife with 
adultery. 

Mr. Rufus King admitted that if bis client 
were successful in getting a finding on the origi- 
nal bill no action would be taken on the cross- 
bill.

The Judge said the less said in the case the 
better; the fluding of the court would be that 
the defendant had been guilty of desertion, and 
the complainant's counsel might prepare a de- 
cree to that effect. 

Mr. Rufus King appeared to be somewhat 
astonished at the sudden turn of affairs, and 
asked time to consult with bis client.

The Last of the Whisky Suits. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 21.—[(Special.]— The 
last of the many suits which resulted from the 
great raidon the whisky men in May, 1875, is 
now being heard before the United States Court 
in this city. The case is that of the United 
States against Thomus O'Neill, and J. A. Stoweil, 
Patrick Waish, and J. B. Reynolds as sureties on 
a distiller's bond for $25,000. The case was once 
tried, and the jury disagreed. This time the 
jury has been waived, and the trial is progress- 
ing before Judge Dyer. The Government is 
represented by District- Attorney Hazelton and 
the defendants by N. 8. Murphey. The breach of 
the bond is charged to bea special assessment 
by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue in 
November, 1875, against O'Neill for $59,135. 
This sum was imposed upon the ground of the 
removal by O'Neill from bis distillery toa place 
other than thé distillery warehouse of spirits on 
which taxes amounting to the sum named had 
not been paid. The detense is that the Commis- 
sioner had no right to impose the tax. A spe- 
cial defense as to the sureties, Stowell and 
Walsh, is, that after they and O'Neill 
had signed the bond the Government's nts, 
without the knpwiedge of Stowell and Walsh, 
had substituted in the body of the bond the 
name of J. B. Reynolds in place of Hugh P. 
Reynolds, whose name was in the pond, and who 
had agreed to sign itatend prior to the time 
that Stowell and Walshsigned the same. This 
alteration, itis claimed by the defense, dis- 
charged Stowell and Walsb from all obligation.
